The common Cotton Thiftle hath many large leaves lying on the ground, fomewhat cut in, and as it 
_M«nptcd on the edges, of a greene colour on the upper fide but covered over with a long hairy wooll or 
£Ly powne,indiiotmuch more white or hoary underneath, fet with moft fliarpc and cruell prickes, from 
fritfBcofwhofe heads of flowers thruft forth many nurplifh crimfon threads, and fometimcs white, but 
ttfciDore fcldome, the feede that folio weth in thefe heads lying in a great deale of fine white Downe is lomc- 
^urgejloigandroandi rcfembling the feede of Sytibmn or Ladies Thiftle, but fomewhat paler: thcroote 
i^indtaitfefpreadingmuch,yctufuallydyeth after feedetime.. 
v ■ a. tsicanthinm lUyricHm. The greateft Cotton Thiftle: 

Xhiigreat Cotton Thiftle(remembred by. LobetuA P«m in their Adverfarid that Valerandut Dom-es 0 f Lik in 
fUrs, brought out of Sclavwn and ("owed at Ljons uiFrance) growcth to be two or three cubits higher then 
mm, almoft to the height ot a Soeareor Pike branched forth on all fides, fet with a prickly filme all a- 
laglike in forme to the other, and with large and long tome leaves fully fraught and armed with as cruell 
nctaud prickly large heads with purple flowers and feede like the former. 

j. Carduus tomevtofut Angheut. Our Entlijb woolly Thiftle. 

Thii woolly Thiftle hath divers large and [long leaves, all covered over with a wooll or downe, cut in very 
deepdyod the edges at certaine diftances into ieverall parts or leaves even to the middle ribbe almoft, making 
nth bfefecme winged with fmall and long leaves On each fide, and fet in divers places with long fharpe 
prickes tthe woolly ftalke rifeth. up to the height of two or three cubits, with few leaves fet thereon, and with 
wtfcwbrtnehe8, bearing at their toppes a large round hoary head fomewhat flat, covered over as it were with 
fioewooUythreadslikeuntoanet, not very prickly, with many purplifh threads in the middle like unrorhofe 
of the Artichoke, after which fucceede Thiftle- like feede8,greater and rounder thenthofeof the firftstherootis 
putudthicke, brownifh on the outfide and white within, not unpleafant tb the tafte. 

4, CdrdutH tementofus minor , The lefler woolly Thiftle. 

Thuletfer woolly Thiftle hath many whitifh woolly or hoary long leaves,much cut in on the edges into many 
pant, -ind each part alfo' divided and let with fmall prickes : the ftalke is not very great, nor much above two 
woteKghbtinched towards the toppe, white and woolly alfo, bearing on them fmall prickly roundifh heads 
Mg many purple threads riling out of the middle, and fmall Thiftk>like feede after them .

Lcntills husked, faith hee,,lofe with their {hells, the

and therefore it is profitably given to thofe that are of a 
wateric difpofition, and evill affe&ed thereby : but is ut- 
terly forbidden terthofe that have dry conftitutions : it is m ■ . « 
alfo hurtfuli to the fight dulling it by drying up the moifture.and is not convenient for women rhat want their 
conrfes, but rather for them that have them in too much abundance. Diefeorides further addeth, it breedcth 
troublefome dreames,and is Kurtfull to the head, the lungs, and the Gncwcs : with other binding hcrbcsj atFur- 
flaine, red Beetes, Mirtles,<dried Rofes, Pomcgranat rindes,Medlcrs, Services, &c. taken with vinegar, it isthc 
more power full to binde and ftay laskes and fluxes ; the decoftion thereof with wheatc flower apphedcafethtbe 
gout, ufed with hony it clofeth up the lippes of woundes, and deanfeth foule fores » being boylcd in vinegar it 
diflblveth knots and kernells ; and being boiled with Quinfes, Mcllilot, and a little Rofe water put tbatto, it 
helpeth the inflammations of the eyes and fundament, but for the chappes thereof which ncede a ttronget 'medh 
cine, it is boiled with dried Rofcs and Pomegranate rindes, adding a little hony to it : lthkewiic Uiiethtli^ 
creeping cankers that are ready to turne to a gangreene, putting thereto fomc fea-water,aiid foitugoddfar 
wheales, and running or watering fores, S. Anth\onies fire, kibes, Sccbeing ufed w lth vinegar :'it is goodalfofor 
womens breads, that by abundance of milke have it crudled within them, if it be boylcd in fea-watcr anflpjjwi 
to them ; the decoftion thereof is a good lotion for ulcers, either in themouth, privicpaits, or fundament, addmg 
a few Rofe-leaves and Quinfes.

The firft is taken by the moft judicious of our later writers to be the utihtn of Diofcorides, which as Flinj faith 
was brought from the Medes into Greece by the *perfi*n Darim his warrcs thcre.from whence came the name 
Medica as the Mcdicum malum the Pomecitron was alfo : but now from Italy being brought and fowen for th: 
btnefit thereof in the fields of Belgia and thctorderint} places, and firft in 'Burgonie or Turtundj hath altered the 
old name into Fanum burgundiacum and of late regained the old name, and called Medicategitime, none as it it 
faid better agreeing with Diofcerides his defenprion in all things then this: Gerard was much deceived in faying

the heart, Qefner faith that a liquor drawen by fire ouc of the A lfalfes of the Spvuaids itttood aeainft the Stone, 
I fuppofe he meaneth an oyle drawen out of the feedc , as the oyle from Almond*. Phetmrsk'm bb booke igainft 
Epicurus reciteth a pretty fimilitude taken from this Medic*. Even as (Taith he) the (coi&tJKeJicu abidetbalong 
time by reafon of his many winding branches creeping on thegrormd, and by his fhatpe roughnefle, even fo 
grcefe having fattened his crooked rootes in ones body,cleavetK thereto not for a day or a night, but for many 
yeares. and is hardl expelled but by other greefes as by ftronger nailet. The reft here mentioned in this Chapter 
are not ufed againft any difeafe that I know.

Some 
appoint Barly to be leffe fodden,whichis called Barly-water,and therewith is made either Tifme drinkes by id- 
ding Licoris, Raifons of the Sunne, Maidenhaire, or the like, for foch as are troubled with coughes, fhortenffeof 
breath, &c. or elfe with Almonds or cold feedes, make it into an Almond milkc, with Suger and Rofewattr, 
or given to hefticke or macilcnt and weake bodies : the Barly water alone, or made into a Julip with Syrope of 
Violet, or Lemonds, or the like, is a fit drinke for thofe that have hot or burning f eaver on them, or are other- 
wife diftempered with heate, or ufed with fome peftorall Syrupes for the cough, fhortneffeof winde, hoarfc 
nefle, or the like. There yet remaineth Zythum, and Curmi of the ancients to be fpoken of, and both,ai Ditftm.

N thisClaflis, Iamtofhewyouallthefekindesof Trees, whether they be tall and 
great, or leffer, ufually called Sbrubbes, which grow naturally in thefe Countries of 
Afi* minir, the hether part of Africa, beft and longed kno wne to US.and Europe, and 
that have not beene difper ledly already f poken of heretofore : For the infinite kindes 
that grow in Ajia major, the Eaft India, and Americajhe Weft India, befides that we 
want the knowledge of the moft of them ; would furnifh a capacious volume by them- 
felvcs: and therefore in my laft ClafUs I will onely give you a hint of fome, either 
of beft ule ,or beft kno wne, and in this.as I thinke is fitteft,begin with the Oke; 
: The Trees that bcare Acornes, 'called inLatine Clandiferearboret, doe compre- 
hend five feverall kindes. which are Querent, Ilex, Suber, Smilax Arcadnm gUudi- 
ftra t mdPbeilodrys, and for want of fit Emglifi names to fort unto eacb,we arc forced to call them all Okes, and 
to diftinguifh them, give them feverall epithites, according to their qualities* The Querent or Oke is parted a- 
gtine into five forts,all of them having divided lcaves,called Gx^yftatyphjlUt Latifilia Querent, Hemerit five Etj- 
mirjt Vtriqiercnt or Rebur t Pbagot Efculut t tAlgilopt Cerrut mat vel majere glande, and HaliphUotCerrut fami- 
ntfrvtminore glandei Of thefe and their feverall jpeeiet in this Chapter, and of the reft in the fucceeding, every 
one in their order. 

1. Querent tatifolia. The broad leafed Oke* 

This Oke, which as I take it is the moft common in our Land.gro weth to be a great tree, and of long continu. 
ance, efpecially if it grow in a fertile foy le, the truncke or body whereof is covered with a thicke rough barke, 
fell of chops and clilts : the armes or boughes likewile are great, difperling themfelves farre abroad, and bluntly 
tutinorgafhedabouttheedges,fmooth,andofa(hininggreenecolour, whereon is often found amoftfweete 
dew ,fome what dammy,and upon divers of them are found growing a round fpongye fubftance, called an Oke 
Apple.whereof 1 (hall f peake more hereafter,among the forts of excellences. It beareth fmall, yellowifh moffie 
flowcrsjftandingclofe together upon long ftalkes, which wholly fall away in the beginning or the Spring. The 
fniite or Acornes riling up in fundry other places, upon fhort ftalkes, two or three for the moft part joyned to- 
«her, whole outer rinde or skinnc is browne bcinq ripe and tough, the lower end being fct or placed in a fmall 
tough hollow cup.the nut or kernell within being hard,cleaving into two parts, and of a reafonable fweete tafte. 
The root* s are grcacand fpread farre and deepe, fome thinking that they rnnne as deepe into t he gronnd,as they 
grow high above it, The timber or wood is firme,ftrong tough and yellowifh,with a fmooth great graine, yet 
Smoother and firmer in fome places then in others, being the moft durable either above groundor under, on the 
land, or in the water,beyond any other kind of timber almoft,and enduring both moifture and droogth above all ; 
the outer pare being called the fappe, is as all know whiter and Ielfc durable. 

Some have made one or two forts more of this kinde, one with greener,yet more hairy or woolly leaves,and 
with fo many deepe cuts thcrein,that they feeme as curld thereby ; another with a {hotter leafe and more jagged

I have given yon the defcription of the tree in the Chapter lad going before this, 
j I will but onely (hew you here the diversities of the Galles, and the good ufes they arc pot unto f- 
■ medicine,or other purpoles, and I cannot undcrftand that any of the other former kindet dqebetre 
Galles but thofe that arc here fet downe by the name of Rofor, which is the fecond fort : ; fbr although divers of 
them have a (hew of Galles, which made Pliny to fay that all Ackorne bearing trees, bring Gallerhtewife, yet

under them* There is alfo a blacke Gall as biggc as an apple, fometimes fall of a Roflfin like fitoeffc, which 
will flame being let on fire. < • ;: . 

Tne Okc apple groweth upon fundry forts of thefe ttees,and not on any one alone, f orahhoagh in our Coon, 
try ours are f orthe moll pare round and (bft,rjeing frefh and full of wacerifti fubftance,but being dryed do (hrihke 
and are wrincklcd,yet in other places tome are found (licking to the backeof the leaves, and contained them 
clcere water and flyes therein, and are white, and as ir were tranfparent before they be dry and grow bard.

C ur Chefnuts are much of the property bf Acomcs,being hot and dry in the firft degree, with a certaine wu> I 
di nefle in them, which is perceived by thofe that arc puc into the fire to reft,by skipping thereout fuddenly with I 
a great eracke or noife.but w ill not doe fo if it be a little flit by thrufting the point of i knife into them, whereby I 
the heate may expell the windineflV . Of all the kinds of Acornes faith Galen the Chefnuts are the bell, and doc 
onely of all wild f mites yecld unto the body commendable nourifhmenr, yetnot to be overmuch eatenj in that as I 
he faich they breede thicke blood, and being windy procure headache, are hard of digeftion, andbindcthc body 
by an aftringent quality, whereof they pertake not a little. The inner skinne that coveteth the white nut is fo a- 
llringem,that if the decoction thereof in wine ot water,or the pouther thereof be taken in fome convenient drink 
it will foone ftay any fuper-purgation, or any flux of blood in man or woman .

Do^kms of opinion that the fiefh nuts are cold and tpoift, but Fuchfm faith they are drying in the firft de- 
grce,and warming in the fecond the barke of the tree doth bindeand dry very much, and the leaves arcnecrc 
of the fame temperature, but the nuts when they arc older are heating and drying in the fecond dcgrcc,and of thin 
parts, and are harder ofdigeftion then when they arc frelh, which by reafon of their fweetcnefle are more pl«-

He Afh according to Tbeophrtfiiu and other of the later Writers, is didinguifhed into a taller and a 
lower fort,or as with us into the tame and the wilde tort, which (hall be here declared. 

i. FnximuvHlgtrit. The common great Afli. 
The common Afh growtth high quickely, and in time becommeth to have a rcafonable big trunkc 
or body, covered with a fmooth grayifh barke, under which there is a thinner which being deeped 
in water a while, will give a b!e wifh colour,fpr eading reasonable well.and bearing winged leaves of many, let 
on bothfides of a middle dalke,and oncattheend, each being long and fomewhat narrow, gcntlc,of a pale green 
colour,and dented about the edgesjat fundry j oynts with the leaves commeth forth a bunchc of flowcrs.and after 
them a thicke tuft of many thinne browne huskes hanging downewards,cach upon a very {mall fhort footeftalkc, 
within whichlyeth a fmall blackifh browne long flat feed very like unto a birds tongue,tafting fome wfot (hong 
and hot in the mouth: Itbearcthalfofometimes, and in fome places ccruine fmall.ronnd balles called apples, 
confiding of a clammy moffe,gathcred into a lumpe with a hard knot in the middle, the wood is white ftrongand 
tough fit for many ufcs.for by the toughneffe, not being apt to cleave or rend,it is much employed about Coaches 
Carts ,&c. and for handles fortooles,and inlfj-uments of husbandry. H«»»»#rchauntsthepraifesthcreof in Achilles 
fpeare, made of Afh, which holdeth good in all the fpeares, pikes.cVc.ufed in warre ever fince. 

2. Ornut five Fraxirtu fjlvefiru. The wild Afli or Quicken tree. . 
The Quicken tree groweth ft ldome to any great height, with fundry fprcad branches, covered with a more 
rugged and darker barke then the Afh, theleaves are winged like unto them, but are leffcr and fat is every par- 
ticular one by it felfe, not (o clofely fee together, dented about the edges, and of adeepe grcene (Lining colour t 
at the end or the branches come forth white flowers in a rcafonable great tuft or urobell, finelling pretty and 
lweete,after which follow fmall round berries, grccne at the firfl^nddaxke red^w hen they are through ripe,of aft 
unpleafant tafte,rcady to provoke cading, if.one eate many ot them,thcwood is fome what hard and firme, but of 
a browner colour then Afh.

Galen faith rhat the < lane i* of a moift and cold jiature,but not f arrc from a cemperate, and therefore the crcen 
leaves bruited and laid on inflammations and hot (welling* doe helpe them,but the barkc and the burres are more 
drying, which being boyled in vinegar.is good to gargle the mouth for the paineof the teeth; the burres alfi, fry 
ed with fat is good againft burnings, theburnt barkc mixed with waterdoth denfe the &kin of any fcurfe leorv 
or other deformities of the skin, and doth dry up mnchaI(o,old moiftand running ulcers, bringing thctn to cica! 
trifing : there is lakh galea and Diofcorides, a kinde of dull upon the leaves, which every one muft becarcf uli to 
avoid,that it fall not into their eyes or eares,leaft it put them to much paine, . the burrw drpnke in wine rcfifteth 
thevenomeof the Scorpion, and other venemous creatures, the young tender leaves boyled in wine,' and the 
eyes bathed therewith that, have either rednefie or rheumesfalne into them hclpeihthem. . 




Chap. XXVIII. 

Buxus. The Boxe tree. 

He Boxe tree,hath two or three diverfities obferved therein, which (hall be fhewed hcrcand with 
them another, which divers doe referre hereunto. 

i. Buxus arber vulgarity Our common Boxe tree. 
The Boxe tree gro wcth flowly, and fcldome growcth to any great body, or any great height, 
but w hen it is fullered, after a long time rileth unto twife a mans height, and of thebigneflcofa 
mans thigh, with a grayifh barkc, but in many places very low, fprcad reafonable well, with, 
branches, whereon are fet many thicke fmall,fomewhat long and round pointed leaves, abiding al wayes greene, 
larger,thicker,and greener then any ordinary Mirtle leaves, greater or leffer, as the bufhes be in gceatneffc, at the 
foote of the leaves come forth fmall greenifh flowers, which turne into whitifh round berries, with f ourc points 
at the toppes,with reddifli feede within them : the wood is very folid dofe, of a whitifh yellow colour, and fo 
heavy that it finketh being put into water. 

Buxus auratut, GuildedBoxe. 
Thi3guilded Boxe grpweth in like manner as the former, in fomc places taller and greater then in others, t*e 
leaves are altogether like it,t ut that mod of the upper leaves in the Summer time will have a yellow lift or guard 
about the edges,and in nothing elfe differing from the other. 

3. Chamabuxm minor. Small low Boxe. 
This fmall Boxe groweth never high or great,and although neglected or fuffcrcd yet ftill it hath many (lender 
twigs rifing from the roote, and every branch apt to take roqre, whereby it may quickely be, propagated and en- 
creafed, the leaves are much fma'ler and finer then in the former ,and of a deeper greene colour, which never bore 
flower or feede that I could obferve or leame. 

4. 7>feudo chamabuxus. The baftard low Boxe. 
This fmall low plant lyeft moft on the ground, with the (lender rufhlike greene branches, rooting as it fprea- 
deth, and not rifing a foote high having divers thicke hard leaves fet theron without order, fomc what like unto 
Boxe leaves, or rather Mirtle leaves, being for the moft part pointed at the ends.ever abiding greenest the ends 
of the branches among the leaves come forth foure or five flowers of the f afhion of Pcafe or Broom Molfoircs, the 
uppermoft part whereof is whitifh>and yello wifh in the middle, but purplifh lower, and in fome purple above, 
and yellow below, after which come fmall flat cods like unto the broad TW*yjw,containing within them blackifh 
gray round feede like Verities : the roote fpreadeth tough long branches in the ground,and abidcth long. 
The Place and Tim*. 

The firft is found with us in many woods.and wood ground* among other forts of trees, it isalfo planted in di- 
vers Orchards, or houfebacke fides, where it never groweth high, but&rvethasabufh todry Linnenon, &c 
The fecond hath beene likewifc found in fundry places of this land, but oncly neere thofc that have it. The third 
groweth al(o in gardens being planrcd cither as a border to kcepc up the beds,or as a hedge likewifc to dry cloths 
on. The laft Clujtm found in fundry places of A uftria t tnd HungarU. and Cortks on the hils in B*v*ria,&c. 

1 he Names. 

Boxe is called in Greeke «&« « *mb T*%v**ad*nfitat* Ugni dtcitur, and Bnxus in Latine, and therefrom 
came fixides the fmall veffcls or boxes to hold and containc things in them. Tksoyhraflus and Diefceridett have 
but one fort, but Pliny hath three, the firft he callcth Gallicum, becaufeit was made to grow into fpires or pil- 
lars, unto a great height.

Ml of thefe ingencrall are cooling, drying, thickning and binding: both the leaves 
and thehafke^anaiSiewle efpeclal^afe ufed for any of thole emjels, as to Ranch bleeding of wounds, and at 
the mouth or nofe>ndfcStting pf bfood,as alfo al other fluxes of blood in man or woman s and likewife to ftay call- 
ing, and the defirsjfeejfcunto,, if the decoction ofthemin Wine be drunket it helpeth alfo to ftay thinne hot 
and fearpe, lalt,mftilwldns from the head upon the lunges,caufjng a conlumption « the leaves hr utfed with fome 
pepper and drunke in wine, doe mach hclpc the winde challicke, the leaves bruifed and boiled in wine being 
drunke, doth much ftaj the beate of luft, and wholly cxtinguifh it, ifitbelonguied both in man and woman, 
the feede alio is of the lame effect. The water that is gathered from the Willow while it flowretb, the barke 



ftronger e&A to dry up any flaxe or humour, being a medicine without any fharpeneffe, and the barke much 
more, asaUDirkrajdoe; but iftbeoarkc be burnt and ufed, it doth yet dry more forcibly, and being mixed with 
vinegar, it taketh away Warts,and cornes, and other the like flefhttatgroweth on the hands or fecte, or other 
parts.* the dccoAion of the leaves and barke in wine, is good to bathe the finewes, as alitf the phces pained 
withthegout and to cleanfe the head or other parts of fcurfe, the juyce of the nuvesandgrecnt barke, mingled 
with fome Rofe water, and heated in the rinde of a Pomegarnetis fingalwgood to help* deSfenifle to he dropped 
into the eares: the feede of the blacke Willow mixed with litharge of filter in equall quantity, made intom 
oyntment and ufed on any place where the haire groweih that you would takeaway, after ft hathbeene bathed 
well before,or elfeinthebaineor ftbvc dothcaufc it to fall away.

fpinof*. That without thorne is fee forth by Ctofiiu, 
in his Hiftory of plants 1 as he received' it alfo from 
Hanorim Bella* of C**d) t whoallethit Oenoplitfeu 
Napeca BeSor,tf Connor m Alefcandr'uur*h \ forte Athe. 
naix Seraph comprehendcth them both under the 
nzcneofSadarotSadar, but as his manner is in other 
things, feeconfoundcthitwith the. Letm of Diofco- 
rides, from which it much dif&reth, it is called in Sy- 
ria and Sgipt.Ntp vd Nap, and as Gm landinm fiith, 
put by many among the torts of lajubes. But Pliny 
leemethtocaU it Pruaut v€grptiaca t an Egiftian 
Plumme. 

The Verities. 
The fruite of both theft before they are ripe, are 
cold and dry in the firft dcgree.and binding, but when 
they are ripe they have fome moifture in them, and 
are much ufed to ftrengthen the Ioofenefle of the fto- 
macke and belly, by the jnyce of them being taken at 
the mouth or given in a glider: the dryed f ruit infufed 
in water, and the infufion taken, is profitable againft 
the flippcrineflc and ulcers of the bo wels, the decofti- 
on or infufion of the ripe fruite, being dryed is of great ufe againft pcftilemiall fcavers, for the fruite is held to 
have a wonderf ull property againlt venomous qualities.and to'refift putrefaftion, and mightily to ftrengthen v c 
heart : the juyae of the fruite when it is throughly ripe ,is very good to purge choller from the ftomacke, and the 
firft conduits of the veincs : as alfo in all putride fcavers,an infufion of them is familiarly taken to coolc the heate 
and violence thereof.

ry,greene at the firft, and white when it is ripe, of afwcctifhtafteatthefirft, bnt after very bitter, unplcalanr. 
loaihfomcandflincking, containing a ftonc within it fixe fquare, fbmewhat like unto the EmbHci^MyrebolmS

i . Mytui latifelUmtxima. Thegreatcft open Laurcll Myrtle. 
This greateft Myrtle hath great and thickc wooddy branches (ec v*ith a double row of large leaves 
yetiiot foclofc as the next commingneac unto the fmallcr leaves of the Bay tree, but of a paler grcencxolour, 
abiding al waves greene and very fweetc : this fort faith faf* even in Sfaitic frldome bcareth either Bowers ot 
f ruitcjbecaufc they pruine it often,bcing kept in hedges for plcafure. 

Clnfitu maketh another fort hereof . which difrereth little fxom the former, but in the leaves which are fome- 
what unaller and thicker, whereas the former are thinner. 

a. Mjrm ldfifolU exotica. The ftrange broad leafed clofe Myrtle. 
This Myrtle groweth higher then the former^ind (hooteth from the root* ftorc of ftrong thicke ftemaies more 
plentifully ftored with large leaves, yet notf utfy fo large as tfie firft fort^ut cloler fet together that they almoft 
touch one another fometimes in a double row and fometimes in a treble, ahd very fweete : the flowers are white 
like unto others bat larger, after wtich commeth the fruite, iomtwhae longer men in the fmall forts, greene* 
the firft, purplifh before itbe ripe, and blacke when it is full ripe, with many crooked white feedes within 
them. 

j. Jtintuslaiifoliavulgarii. The ufiiall broad leafed Myrtle. 
Thisufuall broad leafed Myrtle (which I focaUbccaufe we have this onely in our Country, of all other forts of 
broad leafed My r tles)gro weth tobe foure or five foote high with us,and in the warme Countries to be a Jicde tree 
full of branches and leaves,like a fmall buftt, the leaves are fomewhat large and greacyet not fo large as the la(t,ss

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fweete as the *ther,and the flowcrf white like the rclt, <>. Mjuutflanpkm. Double fioimdMvttlV. " 
and fwecte likewile, the fruitc hereof is blacke alfo. 
4. Myrtm angufiifoliaexotiea. 
The ftrange narrowUafed Myrtle. 
This narrow leafed (ore groweth in all parts like un- 
to the fecond, but that the leafe isfmaltcr, narrower, 
i mall pointed, and of a darker greene colour, the flow- 
ers are alike,andiois ;he fruite blacke alfo, but grcacer 
and rounder, having crooked white fecdes in them, as 
the others have. 

5. Myrtut Baticafyhefirtt^ 
The Spanijh wild Myrtle. 
This wilde Myrtle groweth neither fo high, nor fo 
thicke with leaves, as the former manured forts, but 
have (lender and brittle branches, witb broader leaves 
then the laft, fet mote thinly on both fides then the reft, 
and of a darke greene colour.* the flowers are like the 
reft, and the fruite is round, (landing on long foore- 
ftalkes bctweenc the leaves in good plenty , greene at 
the firft,and whitifh afterwards^ blackifh being ripe 
full of fweetilh juyce,pleafant, with fome aftriction to 
the tafte. 

6 . Myrtut domefiica minutiffimit fotijt fruElu albo. 
The fmaU white Myrtle. 
This white Myrtle groweth reafonabletalLwith flcn- 
derreddifh branches, thkkc buftiing together, being 
thicke fet with very final! ( even the fmallcft of any o- 
tber,) leaves.narroweft o£ any, and fharpe pointed, and 
fomew hat darke greene alfo • the flowers are white 
like the reft.and fo is the fruite likewife,but of a whi- 
tifli colour, tending to a tittle btufli t andfo abide, not 
changing blackifh. 

7. Myrtui minor acuta folio. 
The fmaU and pointed Myrtle. 
This finall Myrtle rifcth not fo high as the third, or 
ordinary broad leafed fort, but groweth fullcrof bran- 
ches,and thicke fet with fmall fine and greene, almoft 
fhining round leaves a little pointed at the ends , abi- 
ding alwayes greene, as all the forts of Myrtles doe,which and the flowers are fweete aUo, but grow not plenti- 
fully in our Country on the branches, as in warmer places.and beareth blackc bcrryes, but never in thefe colder 
•limates, faowfoeverhoufed or defended, 

8. Myrtpt minor rotur.diore folio. Bote leafed Myrtle, 
This other fort groweth in all points like thc,laft, but that the leaves being as fmall and frefli, greene, thicke 
growing.are rounder at the ends, very like unto the fmall Bo* leaVes,and beareth Bowers as fparingly. 

9. Myrtm flare plena. Double flowred Myrtle. 
Of the greater kinde of Myrtle, there hath beene of later rimes one nourfed np inthe Gardens of the cfiiefe 
loversofi rarities, with as double flowers as the double Fetherfew, comming forth of a round rcddifhbuske, 
continuing flowring attheleaft three moneths, and each flower a fbrtoighMncfis not over tender to be kept, yet 
is not fo hardy to endure the f rofts, as Cwnutm faith, which Matter Tradefcant can fiifficiently wimeffe, who by 
a little neglect loft a good plant overtaken with the froft. 

7he P lace mdTime. 

Myrtles of many forts are found generally upon all the Sea coaftsof Spainejtaly,$xid in divers other Countries 
al fo. The firft two forts O-P" "'found in Spaine , not growing naturally wilde , but in certaine Monaftcries, and 
private mens Orchards. The third I thtnke came out of iM/j.becaufc it is rooft like to that ion they focall. The 
fourth he likewile found in a Monaftery, not farrc from Cordaba. The fifth in many places wilde, both of Sfai*. 
and Vortngall. And the fixt in a private noble mans garden in PortugaU. The two laft fave one, arc nortrtodjip 
mod frequent in our Land, and better indure therein, with fome good heede and looking unto: butgenerally. 
even in the warme Countries they muft be defended from the cold for feare of danger, as Virgil fheweth in this 
Verfc Sclog 7. Dumtener as defends afrigore Myrtot, and Ovidinthe like manner faith Metnenttrnfrigora Myr* 
turn, and yet Virgil in another place faith, Amantet fiigara CMyrtot • W bich ho w both (hould be true, I ca* iina* 
gine no other, but that VirgUfpcaketh of the firft in a cold place, and of the other as they grow in a warme, th« 
the cold place muft have fhclter and defence againft the cold, as it is with us, who give them all tbecomfort we 
can t and that they that grow in a warme and hot Countrie muft have fhadow , for they love both fhadow from 
the heate.and moifture in the yrarme Countries. The laft hath no naturall place afligned. They flower in lM«]t 
and the fruite ii ripe about September. .

The Myrtle as Galen fiith hath contrary quallities in it.for it hath a pa fling cold earthy quality in it, and a cer- 
ate thinne warme effence alfo, and therefore it powerfully dryeth and bindeth. The dryed leaves are more 
drying and binding then the frefh, which being beaten and boyled with water, is good todrinke againft ca- 
nirtsjfallingtoanypaftpf the body, and doth helpe alfo the fluxes of the belly or ftomacke, moift nkcrs, and 
fretting or creeping fores, being applyed to the fwellings and beate of the cods, the Impoftumes of the funda- 
ment, and Saint Anthoniet fire : the decoction of the leaves is <?ood for the refolutidn of the Arteries and joynts,- 
and their weakeneffe to fit. in or over the fame.as in a bath, and doth helpe to confolidate broken bones or out of 
jaynt, that will hardly be cured, ithclpeth the forencfle of the naylcs, and that rifing of the skin about them, if 
the pouther of the dryed leave* be caft thereon s the juyce of the leaves is of the fame effects, whether oat of the 
fre(hleaves,or ittkcri from the dry, by infufingred Wine on them,and is fafely uled where there is neede of any 
binding medicine, or toiheale the Ulcers of the mouth or privy parts : the fame alio hclpeth watering eyes or 
thofc that begiime to have a filmc or skin to grawthfj^will take away the fight. The (cede is good for the trem- 
blings and pafflona of theh'eart, ancltohelpj: thoje that fpit blood, or have the bloody flixe, uftayethalfo yro- 
mensinaa^entecourfes, .ahd tliew1iitesaHci itiielpeththeftingof^corpions, and the bitings of veriemous 
creatures, and of the Spider Phalangtum t vnd the danger of Mufhromesf being drunke in Wine, it helpeth a ftink- 
ingbreatb, and amendetb that which is not fweete, the fame alfo heated with Wine healcth old ulcers, thatare 
hard tocure t it hc.lpe(h.tbcdifeafes of tbebladdcr,and provokethurjue, it alfo bindeth the belly, and ftayeth the 
fioxc of humours, the blanes,whcales,and other breakings out b the skinne? the decoction of them, is good for 
women to fit in or over, that arc troubled with the falling downe of the mother, and is good alfo for the falling 
downe of the fundament, and the piles. The Excreflence called MynUamm % is of greater force to dry and binde 
then either leafe, joyce; or feede : the juyce condenfate of Myrtles is commended by Mattbiopu for abetter fnb- 
(litote, for ^r«ci4,then the juyce of Sloes, which hath not that aigmaticall fent^and ftrengthning quality that the

This SpaniJhW hort HkewifedifFercth not much from the former red forts, having (lender flexible ftalkes and 
branches.about a foote long, lying on the ground, covered with a reddifb barke, fomewhat like unto the tender 
branches of the Strawberry tree, having fundry leaves (ct thereon, neere refembling the Shaw berry tree leaves 
but lefler, being thicke and (appy.but not hairy at all,and fomewhat bitter with the aftringenc tafle : at the ends 
of the branches grow divers bottle like or hollow round flowers, growing in clutters of the fame whitiAiblufh 
colour that they are of, after which follow round red berries Jike unco Gnall Cherryes, but of an acide tafte •, the 
leaves hereof Ukewife abide on the ftalkes and fallnotaway in Winter. 

7. VitUIdaa tenia Clufij, The French honey (wedte Whorrcs. 

This rifeth higher then any of the former, to be foure or five cubits high, with fundry thicke fmooth wooddy 
ftemmes from the rooee, the lower parts being fomewhat rough and covered with a blackifh barke, theupper 
branches being greene, fibred with many leaves thereon,fet without order, which are fomewhat long with the 
roundnefle, and a little dented about the edges, of a fad greene colour above and very hoary underneath: at the 
joynts with the leaves come forth many white flowers, confifting of five leaves a peece, after which come (mall 
round berries fomewhat bigger then Hawthorne berriespnd blacke when they are ripe, having a fmall crowne 
as it were of five fmall points which were the flowers, flicking at their toppes, and being fappy of a {wcetifh 
tafte like honey, with fundry blackifh feede within them.

0. Vitis IdeaCretkahumilior. The lower Candy red Whorts. 
This other Candiot groweth much lower, fuller of fprigges (tenderer alio and fhorter whereon at unordiniry 
(paces, (land unordinary Ieaves,three or foure fometimes together, being almoft round like unto the laft, but lefler 
fofeer,fmoother and not lb much dented about the edges, ney ther yet of fo fad a greene colour on the upperfidc, 
nor fo gray on the under, at the joynts like wife with the leaves come forth long ftalkes, with many the like 
whitebloffomes in adulter, turning into (mailer berries, of a darkc red colour, anda little downy at the head, 
fomewhat like unto Mirtlc berries, which arc familiarly eaten by the Shcpheards, and others of the Country.

parva quafi bate* . but that crrour is exploded by many good Amhours, that (hew ^i/puttcth b» Vacctma a- 
mong flowers,and not fruites- for as he faith, Stfxnt Viola nigra ,& Vaccinia nigra, intending the colours were 
both alikc,as a kinde of Hyacinth, which he might meanc is as the Violet flower.

This Perfia* Iafmine (or Petftan Lilac, whether you will)is a ftirub^oVflirubby plant, never rifine in t0 . ^ 
like the former, yecWing many.twigges, or ftems and fuckers from ^roote, whofe woodislofthavineanih 
in the middle, as theother, fcldome riling above a mans height, having* fmooth blackifh greene birke w u 
fundry winded leaves thereon, on all fides, fome whe.eof as well thole below as above, will be whole without 
any divifion therein.reiemblipg a Privet leafe, others will be cut in on the one fide or the other, or both and di 
vers will be halfe like,or wholly like the pofture, and divifionsof the Catatonia* Iafmine jcfcmbliog it fonecrelv 
that thereby it came to be called a laimine : at the toppes of the fptigs and branches ftattd many tufts 0 t flowers 
in a long fpike,of foure leaves a paece.fo like unto the former Lilac, that at the firft view^f them you may ctuclv' 
define it to be a Lilac, th; colour oncly excepted, which in this is more purpliih, and of as fwcetea fentorr^ 
ther ftrongcr : after the flowers are paft,(bllo w the like fmall long blackifli icedc, incjofed in fomcwhat lon« and 
pointed huskes like the former but lefler. This doth in every part, except the growth and leaves, come nccreft to 
our ordinary Lilac,and doth in nothing but the leave* refembte a Iafmine s forboth the wood is white and pithy 
and the flowers grow,intuft*or fpikes, and appearc in May when no Iafmine doth^ut the Lilac ; thefccdlikc- 
wife is contained in hard buskes,as the Lilac and not as the Iafmine.like a Lupine,of a foft fabftanccand lattly the 
tafte of this is lome what hirfh, with lome aftriftion in the end, and the Iafmine hath a bitter (harpe biting taftc 
and very aftringenc withall . Yet as I faid before, this is moft likely to be Serdpio his blew hfminc. The roote 
fpreadeth many branches with fibres to them, underground, and may very well be propagated by the luckcrs* 
this holdeth his greene leaves in the Wintcr,no more then the others doc. 

This aflii edly is the Ufminttm carnlemn of Strapio, whereof formerly there wis great doubt among Herbarifls 
whether there were fuch a thing in return natttra, very many denying icbccaufc they cither never law this or ne- 
ver con fidered it. 

4. SyringaflorealbofmpUci, The finglc white Pipe tree. . 

This Bufli never beareth any great ftem or body, but fhooteth forth moft utually many pliant brownilh twigs 
or fhootes, and gray ifli when they grow elder.bcmg pithy in the middle like the former, at each joyntftand two 
leaves fomcwhat likethe former ,but morexugged or crumpled, a little pointed at the ends, and dented about the 
eJ^es : rhe flower* grow at the toppes of the branches.many let together, confiding of foure leaver, as large as 
the Muske Rofc'9, and of the fame creamc colour,with many fmall yellow threds in the middle.of a ftrong fweer, 
full and heady lent, not pleafmg to a great many, by realon of the ftrong quickcncflc of the fent: after which 
folio weth the f ruite.flat at the head, with many leafy fcales comparing it, wherein is endofjd Imall long feed : 
the rootes runne not deepe into the groundnut lpread with many fibres thereat. 

5, Syri»ga ArabicApredftplici. The double white Pipe tree. 

The double Pipe tree from a ibort thickc ttumpe, not rifirg h;gh above the ground, fhooteth forth divers long 
and (lender branches,w hereon grow large leaves, forr.ewhac like unto the laft,butnot lo rough or hard, nor den- 
ted at all about the edges, two alvvaies Handing oneagainft another at the joints, but fct or diipofed on contrary 
fides, and not upon two onely; atthcends whereof come forth three or foure flowers, everyone onaftslkcb/ 
it lelfe, which are long and hollow below,like the white Iafmine, and have a double row ol white round poin- 
ted leaves; five or fixe in a row atthetoppe, leeming like unto a double white Ialmine flower tut larger, with 
fome yellownefle in the middle, which is hollow, of a very ftrong and heady Iwecte lent like the finglc kinde, 
and abide long flowring.efpccially in the hotter Countries s but is very tender, and not abiding the lc alt cold wea- 
ther with usjthecold windes greatly molefting it in the hotter Countries, and mult therefore be kept with us as 
charily as Orenge trees,or rather more.

The firft groweth in Arabia as tMatthiolw thinketh, who had it from finftantinople. • but now is plentifully 
to be found in many Gardens of our Land as well as others. The fecond Is a (hanger with us as yet. T he third 
is very like to come firft out of Perfitju the name impoi tcth,it is now to be feene with Matter Trade fcaatjtx. South 
Lambeth. The fourth is almoft as frequent as the firft, but the originall place is not certainely knowne. The 
laft hath the originall from Arabia, as the name impoiteth. The firfl,fecond, and third, doc flower in M*y, the 
fourch in fnne^nd the laft later.

We ha ve nothing recorded of any particular, any of thefe 
bafe (hrubbesarc indued withall, and although iomemay 
thinke, that they are of the fame quality with the former, 
1 am not of that opinion, in regard they are all much more 
bitter then the former, and fome intenflvely bitter, which 
can be no helpe to encrcafe milke.in any creature, nor yet to 
fatten them as the former doc.

Cuprejfut, The Cyprefle trc* 

Ome doe make two forts of Cipreffe frees, the male and the female, the one that fpreadeth more 
then the other, which growcth more upright, not much differing in any thing elfe, which ma- 
kcth me thinke the diveificy rifetbfrom the foyle or fome cafualty,and that the male whichfprca- 
deth is not * dirtindt Jpec Us, which prefer veth the kinde naturally as all othe&pnngs doc, efpecially 

, _ feeing as Theopbrafius faith, the one doth degenerate into the other, and that both doe bcare nuti 

and feede*alike. I (hall therefore under one nuke mention of both forts, if they be fo, and fhew youthatthe 
Cyprefle groweth to be a great tall upright trce,fpreading out the branches fo even round about, that it fecmeth 
to be fo formed by Art, being fmallbclow.notfarrc above the ground, then fpreading out larger, yet keeping 
a round clofe compaffe and afterwards fpiring up to the toppc, lelfe and Icffe, very well reprefcnting a Ptrmu 
or Spire fteeplejhe body and armes are covered with a reddifh barke"; the leaves are ever green.butloofing much 
of the verdure in Winter, which it rcgaineth the next Spring after, and fomewhac long, flender, and flattifh 
round, parted very much and fomewhat refembling Savine, of a refinousfent andftrongtafte : fometrecsare 
leene in tome places to be more fpreading in their branches, and not abiding fo dofe,efpecully when they grow

the Hone and drive it forth: the lame alio, or the dcftilled water of the whole plane, being drunke eafeth 
choliicke: thefaid waterorthe juyce of the herbe dropped into the eyes helpctb the weakcoefle of thefieht 
Clufiw faith that RndeUtim at Atompelur ufed the oyle made oi the flowers of Heath with good focceiTc am ' 
the Wolfe in the face or any other foule or fretting and eating canker fpreading over the whole face : the! ;

Ome have th jught that there are divers forts of Holly, fame trees, fome drubs, fome with prick* 
ly leaves, and fome with fmooth, but the truth is,ic is but of one forr, for although it bath beene 
fcene in divers places to grow to be a great tree, as Ge/uerha hertm reporteth, of divers, and of one 
at Curia thirty foote high, whole leaves were fmooth and not prickly, yet no doubt but it rofe 
from a young fhoote that was prickely at the ntft, for while itis raftered to (hoote forth fundry 
roddes from the roote, or before any of them groweth to be great, the leaves are prickely, but 
growing old as the Ilex doth, it loofeth the prickles and becommeth fmooth, and onely prickely at the end, and 
- fometimesnot. Itiswithusmoftnraallyabufh, and with many fhootes from the rootc growing dowry, uti- 
le fle the ground be not gravelly, where it moft frequently is found, but more mellow ana gentle; the outer 
barke whereof is of a fad grecne colour, but it hath alfo another inward, which is whiter s the leaves are fet on 
the flalkesaud branches on fhorttooteftalkes^being fome what broad, hard, thicke and long, fmooth (hiniig, 
and of a very frefh yellowifh greene colour , cue round about the edges , into round notches or 
dents, and every point of them very iharpe and prickely t the flowers grow clnfe to the ftalkcs, at 
t he fboteofthe leaves many comming forth together round about them, and confift of four* white leaves with 
f oure threds in t he midd le (landing about a greene round head , with groweth to be a fmall ted berry when it is 
ripe, like unto a Hawthorne berry, but with a little Crowne at the toppe which partem into fburc fmall trian- 
gular feede,with hard (hels, and a fmall fwecte kernell within them, abiding on all the Winter, almoft in his 
greateft beauty - the rootc groweth deepe, the wood is firme and hardly finking in water, and of a whitifh 
colour.

This Baygroweth with us w many pUces* very high, fpreading armes and branches reafonable well, cove- 
ted with adarkegreenifhbarke, the leaves arc fomewhat broad and long,hard,full of ycines, of a darkegrccne 
colour, pointed at the end*, and fmelling fomewhat fweete, but of i bitter tafle, and alwayes abiding on the 
trees, the flowers grow many together ,and of a wfctifhgreene colour, after which coma fomewhat long and 
round berries, with a tough blacke skinne or covering, tomewhat wrincklcd, with a hard firaoe kernell within, 
parting into two parts, the roote fpreadcth under the ground, and gtowcih deepealfo i the wood is firme, 
imooth.and white.

I mull needs adjoync this ftrange Indian Bay tree, both for the rarity and excellency thereof, which I tike out 
of Tobias Aidinm his defcription of fome plants 1 bat grew in Cardinall farnefim his Garden at Hme t and grew 
from the berries were brought from the Weft Indies.in that Garden of the Cardinall 1 o~ao. which were blacke 
rugged,like Bay berries, and fomewhat long like Ollives, pointed at the end, and divers growing together in a 
bunch, eachuponafhortfooteftalkc, it fhortly grew into a great height and bigntffe, the leaves wcrcv*ry like 
unto Bay leaves,or rather in a meane betweene the great Kings Bay (which f take to be that we call Lavrntr*' 
(m ) and the common Bay or the Citron tree, which being chewed, at the fitft are fomewhat bitter, but after 
with a fweetaefle have fome maccilaginoufneffe or clammy ncfle in tbem, yet fmelling like the common Bay,

This Strawberry tree (in fome places,as in Mount Aihot,nBeUonm reporteth, groweth tobe atree of very 
peat heighth and bigneffc) in moft othfer places it groweth but low, or rather like unto a fhrub tree then of any 
agraffe, having a rugged barke on the body, and fmooth or red on the yonng branches,and having many luck- 
Wrifing from the rootes, with fairefrefhgreene leaves, fet without order thereon, very like unto Bay leaves, 
todiicker.fhorter.and finely denied about the edges, and without any Ient,asthe Bay leaves have, with a rcd^ 
^aiiddlcrwinfomepUces.butnotutuallyfowitlMis, andabidingon thebufhes like the Bay : at theendsof 
^branches come forthlong ftalkes,with very fine white flowers fetihicke together all the length of them whofe 
felines are a little red or blulh colour, formed like unto little bottles, or the flowers of Lilly convally, which

Both thefe forts grow in the warme Eaftcrnc Countryes abundantly as alfo in Greece, and the Ifles of the Me.* 
diterranean Sea.sefpecially in Candy, on the hills,and among the Rockes, but the Grtt efpecially in lulj,Sf*me 9 I 
andfomepirtsofF^w*, and hath beene of late dayes found in the Weft part of Ireland, of arcatonablebiggel 
fife for a tree, buc with fmaller f ruite : it flowreth not onely in Inly , in the warme Countries^ut at other times I 
of the yeare alfo,and the f ruite fcarfc ripeneth in a whole yearc, for I have feene a frelh braiuh.that was brought I 
me wi:h frelh fprung flowers and ripe fruite thereon likcwile.fothat it is ufually feene both with flowers and 1 
fruiteatoncc.

The Mulberry is of different parts,the tipeberryes being by reafon of their (wceteneaeand flippery moifture, 
opening thc belly, and the unripe binding it, cipecially when they are dryed, and are then-good to ftay flaxes and 
laskes,and the abundance of wosnens courfes : but the barke of the roote hath a ftrongcr purging quality, and a 
bitceinefle withall, whereby it is able to kill the broad wormes in the body of men or children : the leaves and 
young tender toppes have a middle or temperate faculty t the ripebcrrics if they be taken before meate. doe 
make paflage for the reft to follow, but if after meate, and paffe not quickely away,they corrupt m the Qomackc 
and draw the reft on to putrefaction with them, otherwife they trouble little : thejoyce, orthefyropemadeof 
the jtiyceof theberryes, helpethall inflammations and lores in the mouth or ihroatc, and the^t/a^or pallatc 
when it is fallen downe : the j'uyce of thc leaves is a remedy againft the biting of the fpider PhaUngitim, or any 
other Serpent, and for thofc that havetaken AconUe % thc leaves beaten with Vinegar is good.to lay on any place 
that is burnt with fire: the leaves ofthe Vine, of thc earely Figge^uid of the Mulberry, boylcd in ramc water is 
good to wafti the haire,toclcare and to give it a faire colour : adccoftionmadcof the barke and. leaves is good 
to wafhthc mouth and teeth when they alee.- if thc roote he a little flit or cut and a fmall hole made in the ground 
next thcreunto,in the harveft time it will give out a certaine juice, which being hardnedj the neat day is of good 
ufetohelpe the toothache, and to diflblve knots.and purge the belly : the leaves of M ulberries are faid to ftay 
bleeding in any place of the body, whether it be at the mouth or noftrils. or the bleeding of the piles, or of a 
wound, being bound unto the places : a branch of the tree taken when the Moone is at the full, and bound to thc 
wriftofawomansarme whole courfes come downe too abundantly, doth ftay them in afhortfpace, thclcaves 
laid to tteepe in urine doe take away thc haires from 6kins.

It is generally held that no man ever tooke harme by eating the fruite hercof.onely by the much eating of them 
they have become loofeandioluble in their bodics» but that they comfort the heart and refrcfh thefpirits: they 
fealfo good for coughes,and hoarfenefle.and to lenifie the fharpeneffe of humours, defending on the lungs \ it 
it alio profitable for thofe whofe urine is hot and fharpe.and to provoke it being flopped, ftirring up alio bodily 
bit ; but they that have any feaver or ague muft f orbeare them, but are good for women with childe to nourifh 
the birth: although this mayfecmetobefomewhathardofdigeftion to weakc bodyes andftomackes, yet to 
IHrringandableperioniitisnotfo: the fruite being cut in the middle long wife, and dry ed in the Sun, is then 
pore delicate then a Figge: beingbakedinanoven,itisnoleffepleafintorboyledin broth, yet it will nota- 
bide any long boyling. The leaves being toft are commended to coole fueh as fhall lye upon them, and keepe 
them temperate in the great hcatcs : tome alfo with good effect apply the j uyce of the leaves to places burnt with 
lire.

Ithrtualbnt, which Hunters make t6 kill wild beafts, by dipping their Arrow heads therein : it hath beene 
alio found certaine, that if Quinces be brought into a houfe where Grapes are hung up to be kept dry all the 
yewe, they will affuredly rot with the very fmell of them : If there be neede of any outward binding and coo • 
line of any hot fluxes, the oyle of Qaincesi or the other medicines that may be made thercof,arc very available 
toannoynt the belly or the other parts therewith, it likewife ftrengtheneth the itomacke and belly, andthefi- 
nues that are loofenetl by fharpe humours falling on them,and reftraineth immoderate Cweatmgs t the maccilage

ILthough diver fe have ufed this word of LMalut Medk« t to comprehend under it all tW other kindet 
1 of Letnmons and Orrenget,yet I meane to diftinguifh them feverally^ind take ir but for one kinde, 
I which as the mott principall,I Will ftt in the firft place and the reft to follow, whereof there hath 
I beene obferved in divers Countries, divers varieties, and their names fet downe by fundry Au- 
I thours, which how they doe agree together I cannot tell, fofewof them having beene feene irt 
our Land. I will therefore here fhew youthofe few that Clufiut hath fet downe, with fome o- 
dwsofourowncobfervation. 

i. MalmCitridmajor. ThegreaterPomecitrontree. 
The greater Citron tree groweth not very high, in fome places but with a fhort crooked body, but in others 
sot much lower then thelemmon tree,fpreading fundry gieat long armes and branches fet with long and fharpe 
thornes,and I aire hrge,and broad frefh grcene leaves a little dented about theedget, with a fhew of almoft invi- 
fible holes in them, but leffe then the Orenge leaves have, of a very fwecte few, theflowers grow at the leaves' 
•U along the branches, being fomewhat longer then thofe of the Orrenge, made of five thicke, whitifh, purple 
orblufh leaves with fome threds in the middle, after whichall the yeare long folio weth fruite, for it is feldome

'etfa great and large fruite, fome as great as a Muske Melon, yet others lefler,but all of them with a rugged,bun- 
*«f out,and uneven yellow barke.thicker then in any of the other forts, and with fmall ftore of fowrc juyce hi 
the middle, and fomewhat great pale whitifh or yellow feede with a bitter kernel! lying in it, the fmell of this 
Apple is very ftrong, but very comfortable tothe fenfes.

We have had all thefe forts of Lemmons brought us from Spaine and thc Iflands at fcverall times, whereby we* 
lave defer ibed them unto yomand for their time it holdcth t quail with the former,and the other that folio w,thac 
u,hold their leaves ever greeac and bcare btoffomes»greenc and ripe fruite all the yeare through.

Neither the itree nor his fruite as it is likely, were knowne to the ancient ©reekes or Latines, bat it is intheje 
iiyes as in former times called Malm Limonia, atld the fruite Limonts. The Spaniards asC/w/Jw (he w«h, call 
the tree Ltmera.md the fruite i^,all.other nations follow the Larine,according to their dialed* 
' TheVtrtuet. 

B «h the rinde and the juyce of Lemmons doe come fomewhat ncere unto the property of the Citron, though, 
to* weaker degree.and in the want ofthcone,the other may fafely.DeufedtoaUthepurpofes before mentioned 
for the juyce,but the barke or rinde being thinne is feldome prefetved or dryed to be ufed inwardly, but yet com*

mentioned . The defttlled watei in glaffe from the inner pulpe or fubftance of Lemmons cleareth the skin from 
all f reckUs/pots or other markes in the f ace.or in any other part of the body, prpvoketb urine, and breakem and 
expel'eththe ftone being drunke, and helpethalfo the tunning fcab, and killeth lice in the head, tbewormesin 
the hands or nofe.and pu fhes and wheales in the skinne. The juyce of Lemmons is Angular good to ufe at Sea 
in long voyages,to put into their Beverage to keepe them from the Scurvy, whereto long Sea j'ournicsare much 
fubjeft ; as alfo the more abundantly to quench their third in thofe hot climates ; it is no leffe nfefuIJ at 
home for Dyers, who fpend much of it in ftriking firodry dainty colours which will never be well done vvith-

The Apric ocke tree, if it ftand by it felfe as a ftandard tree, like other Plamme trees (which it fcldome doth 
in our Country, for that it would hardly bearc fruite in that manner) will rife to be as great as a Plumme tree, 
with great broad, and almoft round leaves, but pointed at the ends and finely dented about ihcedgcs : the flow- 
ers are white and like the former but larger, the fruite that followech is round, with a cleft or open furrow in 
rhc middle, fomewhatlikeunto a Peath, ofapa'e yellowifh colour on the otttfide,as well as on the infide, and a 
littlereddiflionalidcinmofti yet whiter in fome, and of din^rmgfizesalfo, fome fmaller or greater ; ofafir- 
mer or falter dote lubftancc then any of the Plummes ; a fmooth flattifh Itonc iu the middle, great or little, ac- 
cording to the fruite, which is ripe with.or before the earlier fort of Plummes ( and likely long before any of 
r , our earely forts were knowne in former times) which was the caufe of the name, and a iwectc kcinelt within 
ir, yet it is faid there is one that hath a bitter kcrnell, which 1 have not fcenc. 

TheP/acetndTime. 

All the forts of there are planted, none of them growing naturally in our Country, and either in Orchards, 
for their private poffeflburs, or in the Hedges, or other places of the Fields, Woods,or Parkes abroad.and flow- 
er before eyther Apple or Pcare, and the Apricockc before any Plumme, by a moneth or more, and is ripe by St. 
lames tide ufually, the other lorts of Plummes comming on every one in their degree, (ome earlier, and fome 
later. 

The Names, 

The Plume as it is thonght is in Greekethe xo^pui*, of Tbeofhr^m t Iit.^e, and the fruite wWmux*, in 
I.atine P mrnts and Trunum, but I much doubt of it,becaufc befide other things.not eorrefpondent, he faith the 
kaves doe al wayes abide on the tree. Ugens Prmnorum win faith Pliny 9 even irrfais tfme, btit I thinke more 
then twice fo many now. Bellomm /i*.a.c, 0 1 .faith, that the < D*m*pu Plumme*, thathefaw dryed nDmafce, 
were bigger then a Wallnut, of a firme fubliance, and (wcete tafte, a litcretart,witb*ftone within it, rather long 
and flat.thcn thicke and round^nd were dcare fold even there.

iortcooling: the moifler fort and more watcrifh, doe looneft corrupt in the ftomacke, but the firmer doe nou- 
riflj more, and offend leffe taken plentifully, and thofe are the flttcft to be prefer ved and kept all the yearc : but 
,be dryed fruite, which are fold at the Grocers, under the name of Damaskc Prunes, doe fome what loofenthe 
klly,and being ftcwedare often ufed with the poorer fort of people, both in health and fickeneflc to relli(h the 
jpoath and ftomacke,to procure an appetite, and a little to open the body, allay choller,and coole the ftomacke : 
if 1 purging decoftion with Sena Rttbarbe,&c be made for them robe (lewed withal), it makcth them the more 
purging* and the more readily to be taken by thofe that have weakeftomackes; the leaves of the tree boy led in 
Wine, is good to wafh and gargle the mouth and throate, to dry the fluxe of rheume to the palajcgummes.or ai - 
nondsofthethroate: the gummc that copmeth out of the trees,is good ro breake the (lone, and doth fcrveas 
1 glew to fallen any thing withall : the faid gum or the leaves bdyled in vinegar and applyed, killcch tetters.and 
ringwovmcs, The Apricocks havenocfein Phyfickc that I knoWibut arc wholly fpentas a junket, eyther frefh 
lidgrecne.or dryed prelerved or candid,to fort wiihothersj for the fame purpofe. Onely Mattltiohu giveth 
w the ufc of the oyle,prcft out of the kernels of the flonesi as the oyle of Almonds is made, to be good againft 
the inflamed piles or hemorrhodes, the tumours or fwellings of Ulcers, the hoarfenefle of the yoyce, the rough- 
aeffe of the tongue and throate,and like wile the paincs in the eares .» five ounces faith he, of the faid oyle taken 
giro one ounce of Mulcadine,driveth forth the ft one, and helpeththe chollickc.

SI He variety of Peaches is great* whereof the Neftarin is a kinde, which becaufc I have already dc- 
1 clared them in my former Booke, I will onely here give yon the defcripiions of them in gene- 
rally andthcfpeciallufes,aslfaidinthe laft Chapter: but hereunto I muft adj'oyne another 
j ftrange tree of the Weft Indies, which Cl*fim tookc tobe the Petfut of TheofhrAflm t 7>io/eori . 
I dej,G*te» t Plinj i iLn& others, which how it doth agrec.yoa fball undcrftand. 
I 1, M*lwi Perfip* vulgaris. The ordinary Ptach tree. 

The Peach tree groweth not fo great a9 the Apricocke,planted cither by it felfe, or againft a wall, but yet fpreat 
dcth branches reafonablc well, from whence fpring fmaller reddifh twigges, whereon are let long and narrow 
greene Ieares,dented about the edges : the bloflomes are greater then of any Plumme, and of a light purple co- 
lour, after which followeth the fruite, round.and fometimes as great as a reafonable Pippin, efpecially fome; for 
ibme are much fmallet then others, as alfo differing in colours and taftes, as ruder, red or yellow, waterilh, or 
firme, with a frize or cotton, all ovcr.with a cleft therein like the Apricocke, and a rugged,furto wed great ftone 
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"withLiit, andabitter ketnell within chc ftone. It tooner waxech -old and decayeth then the Apricocke by 

"There is another kindc of Peach, whereofC<u».'r4ri»f and Taubinus in his Mattbietus, and Gefner in hortU m ,ke 
mention, whole kernels wichin the rugged ftone is not bitter as others are,buc fwectc like an Almond, 
a. Nttciperfica, The Ncftarin. 
The Neftarin leldone groweth fo great as the Peach, the body and elder boughes being fomewhat whitift. 
and the yo'ungcr branche* very red, whereongrow long leavts.very like thofe of the Peach : the bloflbmc like- 
wifeisteddiih, but h uh Imaller and narrower leaves, and the fruite that followcth is as round and great as a 
fmall Peach, lutfmoothon theoutfide.and not rough or cottony as the Peach, nor having any clefr, ot differing 
colours and taftes, tome grecnc,othtrs whitifti or yellow,and fome red more then others, all of them of a fait 
firme fubftance.and more delicate then the Peach, but with fuch a rugged ftone as the Peach and a bitter kcrncll 

wichin 1.. ^, Perfia arbor Clufij The Laiirell Peach. 

This ftran«e tree whereof Citifi* onely firft made mention, is a reafonablc great tree, fpreading pale greene 
branches and* faire ftiffe greene leaves on them like unto the large Bay leavcs,gray ifh underneath and lbmc creffe 
veine* running through them. 1 wcete both in fent and tafte, but a little ftiptickc and biting 1 the flowers are like 
thole of the Bay tree, and grow inany,and tbicke let together in tufts, at the ends of the branches confining of 
fix pale coloured leaves a pecce, after which come fruite, at the firft greene and like a plumme, but growing rips 
is lon« and formed like 'a pearc, of a blackc colour and plcafant tafte, having a long and round kcrnell within ir, 
of the'f afnion of an heart, and of the tafte of a Chefnut or Almond : this abideth alwayes greene, not Ioofing the 
leaves in Winter. 

The PhceimTinte. 

The two firft are familiarly nourfed up in our Orchards and gardens through the Land,but from whence is their 
orininall I cannot (hew you : The laft Uufim faith was brought forth of the Weft I ndies, and planted in a mo- 
naftery in Spaine, where he faith he oncly faw one trce,and none any w here elfe,yet he underflood from Dofto r 
Tonar at Sivitl, that he had Uuh another growing with him : They all flower in Chc Spring and fruftifie in Au- 
tumne. 

The Nantes, 

The Peach is called in Greeke n»f«*»^»A*«andp;*t*w« alio by fome,inLatinc Malm perj$ca,tnd fyedacha, bat 
not ficfJu*, as (ome would have it, tobc derived from Duracittafot Doracia is diftinguifhed by pauht tA-gineta, 
from Pr£cocia t md Armenia, and by him made all tht ee to be better then Peaches : neither is the Greeke Z>«- 
racia, derived from the Latines D*r4cz»«, but rather i contra. The Neftarin is called by Mattbiolw and O- 
(aipitttu,N (tetter fica, becaufe it refembleth the Wallnut in the round ftnooth outer rindc, and the Peach in the 
meate/ubftance and ftone. Axguilaraczllcth itTerjicannx.by the fame intention, and "Pliny Nnci prunttm. 
The laft ClvfiM makcth the qneftion, whether it be not the Perfeaoi Theopbrtftw lib.+c.2,or no, which 'Diofco. 
rides, Galen fP liny t and others, doe make mention of alfo, and which 7 heophrajiw dda\beth to be a great and a 
f aire tree, and moft like unto the Peare tree, both in leaves flowers and branches, bat that this hath an cverla- 
fthvleafe- it bearcth much fruite, and is ripe at all times, the young ftill follow the oldj the fruite is ofthebig- 
nelieofaPearc.longandlikcan Almond, and of a greene colour, it bath a ftone within it, like a Plumme, but 
much letfe , and of a fofter fubftance,very fwectc, thus farre Theophrafitu, Now let me defcant a little hereon, 
and compare them., Firft,the leaves of Perfea, faith Theopbrafim^xc moft like unto the Icafeofthe Peare tree, 
and this faith ClttfiHi, is like unto the grcateft Bay leafe, the one is almoft a9 broad as long, and the other twice 
as long as broad,befides it is fmall pointed, the flowers of Perfea are like the Peare tree, which are much larger 
then th jfe of the ^ty,and doe not grow to maw together as this doth, nor at the ends of the branches like this : 
the fruite ofClttfitu is blace,otthis greene, ofthatlikeaPcare, of this as bigge as a peare, but like an Almond, 
of this the ftone Is like a Plumme,ot that like an Heart, which is round and not flat, as that plumme ftone is, that 
hath ripe fruite onely in Autumne, this at all ti mes of the yeare. And betides all thele, which arc differences fuf- 
licient to diftinguilh them. I doe not findc almoft any plant.cither herbe or tree growing in the Weft Indies to 
be like unto thole that grow in Europe, the lc fler /.fia, or the hither part of tsffrica, and therefore by all proba- 
bilities, this of C!«fM cannot be that of Theopbrafl»,ya this fheweth an excellent judgement in Clttfm tore- 
ferre this tree to that Perfea, bat in any judgement this Perfea of Tbeophraftus is moft likely to be fome kinde of 
MyroboUne, or elfefomt other fruite not knowne to us, It was called faith Cl*fm by them where he faw it, 
Mtm*j % buthewasalterwardsenformedby DoftorTww, thaticwas not Mamay, but called Agnacate, by 
the Indians. Some havCthought this Ferfe*, to be all one with the Perfieaarbor, as PaBaAim calletb it, or Ma. 
Im Perfica of <Diofcorides . Ga*a ttanlhting Tbeophrafltu in tome places, rendereth it Perjica^nd in others Perfea, 
as Pliny in one place alfixonfoundeth them both together, although i* another he diftinftly Ipeaketh of Perfea, 
andfcparatetliithimlc'fefrom/'"^^ : but how much they differ one from another, the descriptions of both 
doth plainely declare to any : The Peach is called by the Arabians Saucb.zxxd Ctsaucb, by the Italians P erf che, by 

the Spaniards Pexegot, by the French Prfchesjoy the Germans Pftrfichbdnm, by the Dutch Perfeboam, and by us 
Peach. ' 

The Venues 

Some are of opinion that the leaves of Peaches are of a cold quility,but Galen fheweth that the buds and leaves 
have an excellent bitter quality, that if they be broiled and laid on thebclly, they will kill chc wormes, and fo 
will they doe alfo, if thev be boyled in Ale and drunke, and open the belly likewife, and alfo isa fafe medicine 
to difcuffe humours, beingdryed; and the pouthcrof them ftrewed upon frcfli bleeding wound.*, dothboth 
ftay their bleeding and dole them up: the flowers being fteeped all night in a little Wine,ftanding warme.ftrai 
ned forth in the moming.and drunke fading, doth gently open the belly, and move itdownewards, and a Syrupe 
madeofthembyreiterateinfufions } astheSyrupcofRofesismadeisfoundto worke more forceably thenthat 
of Rofes, for that it provoketh vomitting, and fpendeth waterifh and H ydropicke humours,by the continuance

The 
bitter Allmonds doe provoke urinc.and womens courfes,and helpe to moilifie the belly ; they are good alfo taken 
with Amylumznd Mintes,for the fpittingot blood, and taken with water they are good for painesinrhebacke, 
and the inflammation in the lungs ; or die taken with fine Turpintine, made into an electuary or licking medi- 
cine, with honey and milke,they are good for the obftruclions of the liver.for the cough and the winde chollicke 
taking the quantity of a Halell nut at a time s the oyle of bitter Almonds is cffectuall to all the purpofes afo? cfaid 
and doth more effectually clenfe the skin then that of fweete Almonds : it is alfo ufed for the noy le and deafe- 
nefle in the cares.to droppe thereof into them : the bitter Allmonds thcmlclvcs beaten with oyle of Rofcs and 
Vinegar annointed on the temples,doe cafe the paines in the head, and procureth fleepc and reft in hot agues, or 
phrenfies t it doth mollefie the ftiffenefle of the fine wes and joy nts,and hcaleth the btcings of dogs and foule ul- 
cers : if one doe eate five or fixe bitter Almonds before he fall into drinking company , it will kecpe him from 
being overtaken more then the reft : and it is laid that if they be given to a Foxe in his meate,ic will kill him.

Here are as many forts of Cherries almoft as of plummes, the mod whereof I have declared in my 
former Booke, but there are iome other forts both tall and low, that are not there mentioned, and 
are to be fhe wed in this place. And although I have there fet f orth,both the defcriptions and figures 
in part of Iome that I dot here againe mcntion.both of the taller and lower fort, yet I alio give you 
the figures offome there not fee forth but defcribed: the double repetitions being tofhew the diffe- 
rences. 

1. Cerafm vulgaris. The ordinary Cherry tree. 

The Cherry tree rifeth to a rcafonablc heighth and greatneffefpreading well and fomcwhat thicfce,the leaves 
are neere the plumme for forme, but fomcwhat longer in moft, and dented about the edges : the flowers come 
forth two or three,or foure at the moft at a place or joynt together, every one on his owne footeftalkc, confin- 
ing c f five white leaves, w ith feme thrcds in the middle, after which come round berryes, greene at the firft, and 
red when they are through ripe.of a mesne bignefle and pleafant tafte, with a hard white fmallftone within it 
whofe kernell is fomewhat bitter.but not unpleafanr* Some forts are greater and pleafanter than others, feme 
tart,fome waterifh , other sfirme,fome red, others whiter. 

2. Cerafm Trapcvwt'uta five Laurtcerafus. The Bay Cherry, or Cherry Bay.' 

Bccaufethis tree beareth berryes very like to faire great blacke Cherryes, and a ftone within them, like unto 
a Cherry ftone; I thinke it is moft worthy to be referred ro this ftocke or kindred of the Cherryes, bowfoe- 
vcr formerly I fet it among fome kindesof Baycs. It fometimes groweth to be a faire great tree, f pred into ma- 
ny branches, butufually with us it groweth as a (hrubbe, fhooting forth fundry greene branches, with goodly 
faire Ihining frefh greene leaves thereon, larger then any Bay leafe, the flowers are many and whitiflijgrowiag 
on a long clufter like unto the Padut Theophrafti t here alio eaprefled, made of five leaves a pcece, but much grea- 
ter then they} after which commeth the fruitc,being as large as any Flanders, and of a very blacke fhining colour 
very fwecce,with a round ftone within them, very like unto a Cherry ftone, this is taken to be the Let* fecund* 
Theophrajli by Lugdunenjis, which may very well be. 

3. Cerafm racemfaputitU Padtu Tbeophrafii ditla. The Orange long clufter Cherry." 

This tree as I faid, Is referred to the ftocke or kindred of the Cherryes, although it doe not much refemwe 
any of them. It groweth to be a great tree, w hofc body and greater branches arc covered with a fad coloured 
barke, the younger branches being greene, whereon grow fomewhat broad and fhort leaves, harder and more 
crumpled then any Cherry leafe,and dented about the edges : the flowers come forth at the joynts with the leaves

; and not icparatc them into any more.

The tame Pine tree gro wcth very great and high, with a thicke reddifh coloured barke,fpreading large arm 
towards the toppe,and they againe divided into other lefler, whereon arc fet by couples together at a joytit 
knot all alone; thebranches,clole one unto another, long narrow or almoft round, hard and (harpe poiated, pal 
ereenc leaves, abiding continually on the young branches, and not falling away but from the elder : this bt 
rtth certaine tmall yellow catkins in the Winter, which fall away in the Spring as the cones cncreaic : the frut 
or cones, that are fomewhat long and round, grow very high on the branches, and are fomewhat greater the 
in any of the other forts, compo!cd of fundry hard and brownc wooddy ftalc.s, lying dofe one unto and up. 
another, which when they open of themlelves, or are cauied by the heatc of the fire, doe (hew within them ce 
tainehard fhcls, which containc in each of them,a long and whit every fweete kernell,covercd with a very rh 
reddifh ik'mne, that is eafily tubbed of; the wood hereof is firmer, heavier and cloler grained then of tl 
Firre or Dealc, reddifh alfo.and not fo (hort or brittle as it is, and with a kinde of moifture about the heart.Tl: 
is not fo plcntif ull in yeelding either Roffin or Pitchjif it fhould be fo ordered as the wildc kincjes.

The Venues of Roffin and Pitch. 

Roffin in gencrall as Galen faith, that is of all forts, is hot and dry, but they differ mach one from another, 
in being mortfor leflc fharpe and hot, and of thin parts : the StrobolinajCtox is, the Roffin taken from the nuts 
of the pines is the hottcft, and that from the Turpintine tree the* moft temperate, the dry white Roffin of the 
pitch tree is hot and dry, but yet is not fo-drying as the Strobolina, although more heating: that of the Firre 
tree has a mesne, betweeneth-rm both, even as that Colophony, which fmcllcth and is like Thm or Olibannmn 
temperate likewife, the moitteft of them all is that other fort ofthe Larch tree Roffin, which is the (harper, of 
the ftrongcr fent,and more bitter tafte: The h*i/edeC*de or Sinking Tarrc, cornicing from the Oxycedrm or 
prickdy Cedar when it is burned , heateth all fcabbes and itch in man or heart, and other deformityes in the skin, 
as the Lepry motphew and the I ike, and per formeth in a manner whatfoever the C'drim it felfe can doe. The Ve- 
nice Turpintine boyled to a dry Roffin, is farre better then any other ordinary boyled Roffin 'to ftay the flux of 
Gonorrhea. The common Francumfence, Parrofli* t <x Roffin of the pine tree befides the ufes to burne and per- 
fume a hotife a* is before (aid, it fervcth in falves as a principall ingredient, to heale and fill up with flefh hollow 
ulcers, and to warme and comfort any cold griefe or part of the body : The Roffin of the pitch tree, called B*r- 
gmy pitch, in being (harper and more hot, is much ufed for fcardoacbes againft cold aches, and all forts of patnes 
and grtefes proceeding ci cold, and by reafon ofthe fharpe and quicke fent, is the more piercing : The pitch it 
fclf e is hot and dry in the fecond degree.yet mollcf yeth hard knots tumours and fwellings, it bringeth boiles and 
forcsto fupparatron, and breaketh carbuncklts, attdblanes, difperfcth and fcattereth botches and empofthumes, 
draweth forth corruption in fores, and healeth themby caufingflefli togfowupinthem, and is ufed in many 
falves, b^th oyntments and plaifters that fervc to draw and to heale: TheTarre water that commethflrft out 
and with the Tarrc, doth kill any Tetter or Ring worme being ufed thereon, and likewife any itch, and healeth 
up fcabbes or fcallesj in the head, the Tan e it feifc is hotter then the pitch, andisufed faith Dhfioridtt, againft 
pay tonkas alfo is good for thofc thathave the Tiffick or cough/jrrotten flegme Ruffing the lungs.and for hoatfe- 
neffe an J tough flegme, that w ill not eafily be expectorated : being rubbed with fait on a place that is bitten by a 
Serpent tolpeth it,and being mixed with as much waXc.it cattfthaway the ruggedneffc of die nailes,it helpeththe 
hatdneffe of the mother, the rifts in the fundament, thechapsemtbebandsorfeete, itftiyeth alfo fpreading 
ulcers, it breaketh or diffolveth the kernels under the earts and throate, calNd the Kings evill, being made up 
intoapultis with Barley meale, and above* urine, and applyed warme: it Is likewife dropped into the eares 
tvfch a Jiwte oyle of &ofes toclcanftthe mattering of them: it ft ayeth creeping ulcers applyed with Brisoftone 

or 
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tf t he barke of the pine trce,or with branne * The blacking that is made of the pitch when it is burned, healeth 
watering eyes, and tbe fretting fores in the corners of them: and with it and ordinary Turpintine well mixed, 
j, made the Printers Incke where with they print Bookcs, but not our ordinary Incke now adayes, bow fbever it 
uigbt be in ufe in DiefcoriJes his time. I he Turpintine that commeth out of the Firre tree is fharper and hotter 
ibenthatofthe Larch tree, and more naufious to oe takeninwardly asifaid before, and therefore more ulually 
tat into falves, and for outward remedies : The Roffin that is made thereof is neere unto the property of Fitch 
denting heating drawing, and mollefying as wellj and drying more then pitch: the pouther ot Roffin isalmoft ' 
ueffcftuall as Amber pouther in the running of the xeincs, experimented by fundry Chirurgions, who have uled 
itinftead ofthe beft fort of dryed Turpintine, which is for the fame purpoie, either to try conclufions or to fave 
(barges : it is ufed with pitch in many falves, or without it lor all the purpoles whereunto pitch ferveth for all 
greenc wounds to heale them, and for all old fores and ulcers to clenfe ihcm, incatnateand heale them up after- 
wards: it may be ufed in fumes with 01ibanum,Ma(Uckc,and other things that aicbnrned, and the hcadayred 
widi their imokestohelpe to dry cold rheumes^atarthes, and dillillations from the head. The Roffin of the 
Cyprefle tree is heating and binding, and fervcth eft* dually for all the purpoles that is fpoken before of the nuts 
or leaves, or w hat ellc thereof is uied : The Roffins of the fmall Cedars are neere the property of the prickdy 
Cedar, although not lo eftccluall or violent, In the like manner whatfoever droppeth or runneth forth from the 
Sabine trees is fharpe and hot like the leaves, &c. of the tree : and for the Arbp vit<e, although there hath been 
fometimes a kinde of Roffin found (licking to the barke ofthe tree, yet it hath becne info little quantity, that I 
have not learned whitule any hath made of it. The other Roflins of the Balme tree. 1 urpintine, Lcntiskc and 
Storax trees are fpoken of fufficiently in their proper C> aptei s,and need not a repetition he e againe, of the lame 
things there delivered : The Vermes oi the 2 but or Oltbjnftm, you fhall have in the next Claffis with the rela> 
tion thereof.

t. .GumwiArabicHnti Gumme Arabecke. 
Isatcitaine clearc white Gumme triat'is fought from th; parts beyond the Seas,and is taken to be the Gumme 
that commeth out of the Acacia tree of tgtp by many good Authours, BeUoniiM alfo confirming xt» who travai- 
led through thofc parts, and obferved ir, and Alpinut who lived a while in Eg!pt t ya fome have taken it to be the 
gumme ofplummetrcesjorofochcr'treesgrowingin.thofepirts: It is of fundry formes and colours, for fome 
are in round hard dry peeces, ofthe bigneffe of a Tennis balLor bigger, prnothalfcfogreatorlcffe, allot them 
tugged and not fmooth dntbc'outfide, bdt whttifh for the moft part, which being broken is deare pure, white 
and tranfparet;t,yetfomemoreorlcfletbep oihcj 8, and fome arc very fmall long peeces, and therefore called 
termku/atum, and held for the beft, being" in fubftance like the other peeces of the fame greater fixe, are reddifh, 
yet dcarc and tranfparent alto, which fome take to be the gumme of tome other tree, becaufe it is of luch a dif- 
ferent colour, but that is no fufficicnt reafon to.difprove it, for wc fee in divers others torts of gummes, that 
the fcverall peeces doe not alt bold one forme or colour, and yet are true : this diffolveth of it felfe irt water,and 
ferveth as a gjew to ftiflfertbinde, of fatten many things: the tree hereof fhall bee declared the fecond Chapret 
rfterchis, for the manner thereof, it diftillcth or droppatboutof the tree in bigger or leiTer peeces, as eithet 
nstttre lift'to thruft it fortH^or as it is helped by cutting the barke andgiving it way to ifTuc forth,wfiich flicking 
too,and not fallingoff or upoh the grcond.is fo gafhefed and refcrved. .

point, or ones ringers end, and moft uwally a great dcale Onallcr 8 fome very pore white, and other* a littlcycl. 
bwifh, and iome more reddifli, much of it gathering drofle, which ttickcth taft unto either barke or ftones, or 
earth, or the like : the gumme it felfe is I wectifh in tafte, and qoickcly relenting in water into a gclly, jj^ 
made ftarcb,and glewing things together as firme as ftarch or glew, in fmall and thin materials. The properties 
hereof are declared with the plant. 

5. OpopMtux. The Gumme Opopanax. 

This gumme taken from Panax, the All heale of Hercules is a yellow gumme, very browne on the outfide and 
yellow within being brokcn.the beft is pure or finccre,that is, not mixed with (ticket or droffe, but cleanc gum 
andinfmaUdrops,yetftickingfafttogethcr,ofafowri(h fent, and fomcwhac flrong, and being diffolvcd with 
wine or vinegar, will make it lookc yellow, even as the herbe it felfe, being broken will yeeld a yellow Tap or 
juyceincurowneLand: from rhcrootes chiefly and not from the ftalkes is this gumme taken, in the like man- 
r c as I (hewed you of the gumme tragacanth by digging a hole round about the roote,and laying boordes or tylcs 
or the like, round about and in the botcomt to keepe the gumme deane, from earth, ftones, or any other thing 
that might foulc ic falling among it aftcrthc rootc is cut in three or foure places, as fome doe, or making aboil 
or two therein as others doe, whereunto the gumme will bs drawne,and from thence flow forth: Jr. the Ciafiii of 
Vmbelliferous plants ate ihc Vermes exprelied whereunto I refcrrc you. 

6. Gtlbauum. The GumGalbanum. 

The great Ferula or Fenneil giant of one fort, is the plant from whence this gumme is taken, and that not in 
ev.ty Couitry for that oncly which growcth in Syrians Diofccrid^s faith yeeldeth Galbanum, the rootes being 
wounded in tie fame manner as is before (aid of the Panax : the gumme fmelleth ftrongeft of any of the Fern- 
Uceom gummes, and is if it be Gncere a little yc llowifh, with white peeces amongfl it, and divers parts of (ticket 
or ftalkes broken among it, and fometimes the feedes alfo, fo clammy and tenacious that one can hardly touch 
it without cleav ing co their finger?,and diffolving oncly with wine or vinegar. 

7. Sagapennm, The Gum Sagapen. 

As Syria bringcth forth the Ferula, from whence Galbamm is taken, fo is Media the ncurfc plot, nDiofeori- 
<fe/taitb, where the fame or another jF*r«Aigroweth, from whence the gumme Sagapcnum or Seraptnum Uta- 
ken inthefamerrannei that the former is, and doth not much differ from it»but that it is not fo cIammy,orgum* 
my, but dryer, and of a redder colour, and fmelleth not halfe fo flrong or (linking as it doth: The Vermes both 
of Galbaxmn and Sagapennm t are amply fct forth under the title of Ferula. 

8. Gnm%AmmontacHm, The Sam Ammoniacnm, 9 

This gumme Hkewife is take 1 from a Ferula as it is (aid, growing in Cjrene of Africa, fo that you fee the di- 
verfityc-f the climate,* Ithou^h in one and the fame plant produceth divcrfitics of gums, differing both in forma 
and operation : this gumme is much whiter then any of the three laft mentioned, pure and fincere without any 
fluke or (hike in it, and with many whiter peeces among it, and not (melting any thing fo much as the Sags. 
/>.<»'<«doth, which alfo being diiTolved, will be whiter then any of the former. The properties of this Gnm is 
very like unto the two laft of the Ftrulous gum?,and thereunto you may referre it. 

9. Euphorbium. The gum of the bowing Aorny plant. 

This gum is taken from the thorny plant Euphorbium, as we have beene alwayes informed from others, and 
not from any kind of Ferulem plant, as Diofceriekf faith, the forme of which plant, as it hath come from beyond 
the Sea uato us, even a fmall plant, we have here before exhibited unto you, the gum is of a browne yellowifh 
ci lour, and lomewhat whiter within, in almoft as fmall graines and drops as Maftickc,of a moft violent burning 
hoc 1 iercingicnr, piercing the ncftrilsifitbebutalittbftirted, but much more and allmoftintollcrable to him 
that (hall beate it, and more to them that fhall take it inwardly, the properties hereof are declared with thedc- 
fciiption of the plant. 

10. SarcocoUa. Sarcocoll. 

"I h s is a fmall reddifh and whitifti gum.in very fmall peeces and poutbfr, little bigger then Poppy feed, fome* 
what bitter in tafte, and ready to provoke carting, but of no fent almoft at all, 'Diofcoridei faith it is taken from a 
tree in TV*/?*, whi< h neither he defcribeth, nor we have any further knowledge of, itclcnfcthanddryctb, it 
clokth up greene wounds,and ftayeth catatrhes,defluxions and redneffe in the eyes. 

11. Gum Heeler*. (Sum of Ivy. 

The gum that is gathered in the hot Countryes from the ftems antl greater branches of the Ivy tree if of a very 
darke red or browne colour, comming to us in fmall drops.clea ving raft together in Inmpes, a little cleare, and of 
fome what a flrong fent, but very fharpe and burning it kitleth nits and lice, and fome doe put it into a hoUow 
tooth to helpc the ach, being mixed with things convenient for it : fome ufc this gumme with other things, and 
fome alone, made up with a little hony and crummes of bread into 1 pafte, and caflt it into finding pboiet and 
ponds of fifh to make them turne up their bellies and lye as dead above the water for afmall time, that they may 
be taken, which will returne to their fenfes againe.

The Datetteeufually^wwsSbvery great and tall, yet in fome places nothing fohigh as in others; baredf 
branches unto the toppe, the barke whereofis not fo well to be faid faty or rugged, as knaggy, having fhort 
bugges, which arc the ends of the middle ribbes of the leaves, (licking out round about the body, which give 
an calie footing tike fteps,to climbc or get up into the toppes of the trees to gather the frnite,the leaves that grow

thereof, the greene fickeneflc, andthedropfie, and the over travelled, over wearyed body and minde, itisalfo 
the remedy againft Hcmlocke,Coriander,Poppy,and Opium, Wolfebanc,Mulhromes ; and Mandrake, or wbat- 
focver cold poyfon or dangerous herbe,or roote is taken ; Thefe be the effects of the moderate drinking of Wine:

The fpiritof Wine and 4?«*v<r«, were of foneere affinity 
vint The in former times oncunto another,that there was no more difference betwecne them then betweene the ftronger 
Spun of and the milder Wine, for Aquavit* being made wholly of Wine, with the addition ot fpices made the ifpirits to 
iv, .« and be the ft ronger> an d t hc wine fimply without fpices to be ihe milder ; but now there being not one droppe of 
A\iaxa* wineinthc-rftfw«»f*» is wholly deltillcd from the tilts or dregges ot Ale or Beere, beingtheir low Wines as 
it is called, and after diftilied againc with a few Annefeedes, or as fome doe with a little Ginny Pepper, to make 
it the ftronger without any other fpice, commethfairefhort of thofc auncient receites for the making of that 
which was good and whofefome: to tell you therefore the cfFeA of our Aq uavita, werenot to tell any par tot 
the nature or quality of wine, but of Barley and Hoppes, which make Ale and Beere, I will therefore fhew 
you thc properties ofthefpirit of Wine, which if you will transfcrrero Aquavit* youmay, buttofarre ! wea- 
ker effeas : for hereby (hall you know the goodneffc and ftrength.by fetting it on fire, with a paper lighted, the

faltbutbittcrtafte, which will corrupt any thingratherthenprefervcit, asfalt $ea water will. There are o- 
ther forts of ^» www in the World, asHiltoriansreport,asinC«^,aridfundry Fountaines neere the feafhorej 
rafting it forth as blacke as Pitch, Another fort is in a Province of Pern t where the place is voydof tree or 
plant and giveth a fat \\qmd Bitumen in this manner : Turfes of the earth, being laid on hurdles, the liquour 
dropping from them, by being fet in the Sunne, is kept to heate and comfort any place afTefted With cold humours 
and cumoursjcureth wounds, and is ufed for thofe griefes whereunto Carnnha, and T*c*m*haea ferve : it is of a 
ftrongfmell, and of a blackifh red colour. The Inhabitants about this Lake, gather this 'Bitumen or Pitch, being 
an oyle or liquid fubftance on the water, and hardned by the aire.and fpend it chiefly in pitching their Ships, but 
medicinally ltdifcuffeth tumours, and fwellings,and mollef yeth the hardnefie of them, and keepeth them from 
inflammations, and is of Angular good ulc fortherifing of the mother, and for the falling fickencfTe, to be burnt 
and the fames thereof which are ftrong fmcllcd unto it bringeth downe womens courfes taken in W ine, with 
a little t>7rWw, it belpeth the biting of Serpents, the paines of the fides and the hippes, and diffolvethcon:

thinR^differingeachfromother, and that we have no true Cinamon brought to us (whichcon- 
troveriieistoolongtoinfertinthis place) but that which we ufrially have, is as they call it Canell 
orCaffia, and not Cinamon, yetGarcias toewcththattheCA/wJTrand Ar*bi*» Merchants, and 
others were the caufe of thw plurality of names given to one thing, and of the fables that areex- 
taotin Heredttut and others of it,and other things ; and that the diverfityof goc>dnefle,cither thick- 

iag maaVt^verall fores that paffe under fcverall names, both now and heretofore with the ancient writers , 
fcrifonewouldbeciirioHs now tofcarch among tbe great ftorc of anampn,that cofflmeth from the fc»it Indies 

uToVwothWdidat^rtetioK or another: for being the barke ofa tree, ^tbc gootefc Wlowetbufua^

his notes on him faith nothing could be more unfitly or foolifhly fpoken, for China as is (hewed, is but the cor- 
rupt pronuntiation of the Pmng*lU % and what affinity faith he hath Amomumy/ib C*ff l *> Cimwwww being fo 
ancient a word, that we finde it in fundry places in the Bible, by the Hebrewes named Kimummju Exod. 30. 
1 1 . C«*tic,4. 1 4 .and Pro v.7. 1 7 . But herein I thinke Sesligerii too qnickc and felfe conceited,for GmUs fay ingt 
notwithftanding may hold good, thcSinenfetot Cbinefes t having beeric anciently the grcateft Merchants for 
thofe parts as Gartias (he wcth. And although it were rare in SnropeJ at a thouland dnmmt ( or drMckm*}, fot 
I thinke them all one) for a pound as Pliny faith, and chiefely kept by Princes as part of their treafury, yet we 
read in the Scripture that the Iflmaelitet, Midisnitet and others, were the Merchants offpiccryfor thofe parts, 
whereof Cinamon in thofe three places aforenamed was one no doubt. But Galen his defcription of the Cinanoon 
tree ( which was wholly brought in a cheft to Rome, offoure cubits and a halfe in length, having fome fixe or 
feven ftemmes,more or leiTc,rifing from a rootc with fundry branches thereon, whole youngeft and tendered, 
as he faith, were the quickclt and chicfeft to be ufed, the longeft of them being not above halfe a footc long, of 
a colour faith he,as if unto milke (omeblackc colour, and a little blew were mixed together) fo differing as it 
may fecme from that we now focall, that it hath caufed many to fay, that the true Cinamon is utterly loft.even 
as Opobalf/mum and Amomum was thought to be, and peradventure all alike, for if it be granted that wee have 
Caffia, as many doe, then affuredly true Cinamon will not be farre to fecke, for q*len in the place before cited, 
in the end of the faid narration of Cinamon hath thefe words^wiW/* *utcm Cinamomt n*t*r*,fmilkeji **«ddm. 
modo optima Ctffis, that is Cinamon is in tome fort like unto Caflia : And therefore all that Aldimu hath laid, 
mTmAnt feeming to himfelfe to have faid fomcthing materiall, is little or nothing to any purpofe. Menardm alfo in the' 
m»w. place beforecited, mentioneth a Weft Indian Cinamon which is onely a blackifh purple flat kind of frujte, like 
apeeceof filvet, the SpmUrdi call a ryall of eighr, or a "Dutch Dollar, but higher in the middle, and of that 
thickeneffc on the edges, and rough on the outfide and tailing like Cinamon, thepomher being ufed in meates 
and brothes, the tree being of a meane fize,with leaves like B ayes,and evergreene, the leaves tailing a little like 
the frui^but no part of the tree clfe having any taftc.The Cinamon tree is delcribed by Gareiat to be as great as the 
Ollive tree or fomewhat leffe, with many ftraight branches without knots, covered with a double barkc like the 
Corkc.whofe inner rinde is the Cinamon,and is fo barked every third yeare,and being cut into long peece*** ifit 
were the bark of the whole tree,is call on the ground,where in drying it is rouled together,as we fee it,& a better 
or worfe,blacker or better coloured,as is faid befbre,or by the greater or leffer heat o£ the Sun, fomewhat more 
changeduhe leaves are of a frefh greene colour, and like unto thofcof the Citron tree ( and not like the Flower- 
deluce leafe, as fome have fabuloufly written; or as Chrifteftmxi * Cefi* faith with three ribs, but GarctatM*- 
vo weth it : the flowers are white, and the fruite blacke and round like Hafell Nuts or fmall Oilives, and not like 
Acorncs, but the beftgroweth in Ztilan with leaves like WiUowes rather then Bayes, with fpreading branches 
and fruite like Bay berrycs,whereof they make an oylc. (4ow awcerning Caffia, whether it differ in gn** pr

tundo Gtorgic ww^underftandeth this tree Caffia, as it is likely in thefe worrJs, Nec CMftk liqmdi cifahfar uftu 
Olivir-Ajtd Pliny lib. x t.c.tp. in thefe words, Caflia that groweth whereCinaraoh doth, is a Jgjbrce cu- 
bifs^tiieh^Nbut dn the hills whofc thicke branches have their barke more like onto leather, ' which itn^ft b* empti- 
ed or hollowed ihlcontrary manner, unto that of Cinamon , for being cutirttb ftickes of two cuBftTlolig; ;they 
arefowed into frembeafts skinncs,- that the wormes may eatc but the woodland leave thebarkp whcfte.'by rea- 
fonofthe(barpenefleandbitterdcffet the three forts of ■colour^ therein fhewcth their goodncfle, that tvhjch is 
white f oFa foote higbnext to the ground is the worft ; the nest thercuned for halfe a foote is reddifh, which is 
next in goodaefTe, from thence upward which is blackifh, and the" beft; ahdistbbechofen frefh, of a 4 milde (enc 
and of a very (harps tafte rather then biting, ofapurplifh colour,* light in weight, and with a fhorc pipe, not 
eafily broken .• Thos farre Pliny, , which for the moft part he bortowcth oarof Theopbraftut, M.9,1 j . where he 
faith Caflia is a (hrnb,like the Sutix Amerina, which becaule it is hard to be barked, men have invented the way 
hybeaftsskinnes,asis before faid out of Vttnji The barkc being oncly to be ufed, . which I rather thinke to be a 
fable of report then truth : the reft that followcth in Pliny, is out of Tbeopbr*ft$a ' m his narration of Cinamon, 
where Tta^«Jr7tf qaaketh five forts, the lowcft the worft, .becaufe it had leaft barke, and the uppermcftthe 
thickeft as the bieft(y(rhich how likely it is that the barke ot any fhrub or tree,fhould be thinned below,and thick- 
tft above, when as the contrary is alwayes feene in all forts oftrees, with us and others too I thinke ) Gkhn in 
acknowledging Cinamon to be a tree with fundry branches, faith he hath obferved not onely the branches of Ci- 
namon to bi converted^ and very lite thofe of Caffia, but thofe of Caflia alfo to be in all parts.likfcCinamon.and 
that which bore the name ofZigh' was fo like to Cmamon>that divers (old it for Cinamon, when it was but true 
Caflia. And againe faith that the Junior Andrmicbui mentioneth a kind of thicke groflc Caflia, which he called 
C*jf« fiftula, becaufe it wis rouled together like a Pipe. And-thcreforc Setapio t Avicen, and Me/mes; in their 
compofitions appointing C*jft*f$»Uto be ufed, which as M*ttbiolus doubteth whether it were their ownc or 
their tranferibers faule, this Caffia is not to be taken, but that which hath hard canes, and a blacke pulpe, more 
fitly termed C*fli*folutiva or nigra, and which many yet doe ufc in ftead hereof; but as Leovkenm faith, their 
errour is too great to be excufed, that appoint the fhels of that CaffiafolHtiv*, to be ufed to move womens cour- 
f»,to bclpe their hard travels in childbirth, and to expcll the fecondine or afterbirth. By all which that is now 
fiid,you may fee plainely that Caflia differeth not much from Cinamon,and yet that is differing from it.Lo6e? gi- Xj [ MJ £ 
rcth us the figure of another fort of Caflia, which was as thick as ones thumb rugged & in tafte like unto the thick fit Lobtq 
courfcr fort of Cinamon.Havirg thus (hewed you the whole defcription of thelc things,ana the various paffages 
of them,let me alfo give you the Vermes which are thefe. Cinamon is hot and dry in thVfecond degree, of very 
fttbtleparts^mdveryaromaticall, it is very cordiall, comforting the heart and ftrengtheninc a wcake flomacke, 
taring the paines ofthe windc chollicke, efpecially the diflilled water of it,the flopping of the urine and womens 
abounding couifes, it caufcth a good colour in the face, and a good fweete breath, andrefifteththepoyfonof 
venemons creatures, it is much ufed alfo in laskestobindethebody, the deftilled water is moft cffcftuall in all 
ihcle griefes,but the chy micall oy le thereof is much more hot and pierfing. 

I thinke it not amiflc in this place to make mention of fome other barkes of trees and roptes, that have becne c „ 
brought both out ofthe Eaft and WflUndics: Thefirft whereof called white Cinamon, being in long toules, atit c t u " 
white both whhin and without, turned rogcthcr like unto Cinamon , is thicke ahd more tough then 
Cinamon, the tafte is fomewhat hot, and referable Cloves rather then Cinamon both in tafte and fenr, being 
very aromaticall, yet leffe in each quality,then Cloves, fo that one would thinke he had fmclt and tailed weake 
Cloves. - . 

Another fort rouled like Ginamon.not very thicke, which the fDntch as tlufiw faid tib. Exot.4. c. 2. brought Antafti 
ontof India, comming from the Moluccas and Uv*, and which hedoubteth whether it be not the Caflia of the )! utttn> 
•ncients, or ^fome ofthe forts whereof VHofcirhlmaActh mentions fame of it was whitifh on the outfide, and 
fome more browne, like the worfcrfort of Cinamon.of no unpieafaht tafte, yet not fo fharpe as Cinamon, and 
having a little dammineffe in the chewing, the people ufc the pouther in their meates. 

Another Cl*fi*t maketh mention of in the fame Booke and third Chapter, which was a foote long or more, ttktiu 
mdthree inches incirtuitcatthe lower end, and two inches at the top, had the orlter barke thinner, then the in- «i**e* 
ner,for it bad two, and was very rtfgged,fu!l of chinkes and with fome holes, and fometlmes two at a place in a 
certaine order, all the length thercofbutfet a thwart thereon, whichfeemedto be the places where the leaves 
grew, both the barkes wereof an excellent fweete and aromaticaU fent and quicke tafte efpectaUy the outet- 
moft.

growing old, it groweth blacke andgathcrcth fome bitterneffe to it, by the decaying, but the Apothecaries 
(hops, cfpccially in Europe, fhew two forts, farre differing the one from the other, both in forme and fub- 
(lance. Of late dayes indeed they have bcene more careful I and mduftrious to know the right, and to fearch for 
jtandufeit, the Ptrtngals therefore from the Indies brought in one lort, which as Garcia faith was oncly ufed 
there and no other, butasf/*/favnotcthitinhis^(»/i4thereonj this being a ferulous fpongy ftalke, with the 
toppe onely of the roote to it, differcth from thofe of 'Dio/corides and Plinj, the one intimating it to be a roote, 
by laying it was ufed to be adulterated or falfefyed by obtruding the rootes of Helemium Comageninm for it, which 
were neither very hor,nor very fweete in lent, and Pliny faying plainely it is a roote : but there hath beene very 
lately brought unto us a fort of roote called Coftttt, and taken by many to be the Sjrtacns, yet fome thinkeitto 
be the Arabian of Diofceri <fc/,being famewhac yellowifh on the oucfide* and white within.fmelling and tailing 
fomewhat fweete like Orris, which therefore I judge cannot be right, which as Pliny faith is very hot in tafte and 
veryfweete in few, andt7«/f»givethitmchadegreeofbeate, bcfidesthe bitterneffe, that it will exulcerate 
the skinnc : many therefore have fubftitutcd Zedoaria in the want thereof, which is the beft fubftitution that can 
be,agreeing both in forme and,degrce, molt of all thereunto ; and therefore divers have contended that it was the 
true O/tff , but inxegud Zedearia hath more bitterneffe and leffe fweeteneffe therein, it cannot be Cefttu, yec 
may be admitted as the fubftitute thereof, \3\xt0mnefmiUn0nefi idem: Some againe hold Angelica to be the 
blacke or Indian C*/rW,but being a homebred plant fo,it cannot be,and befides hath no fuch bitterneffe and fliar pc- 
Bcflc thercin,as Galen giveth to Cofiut. The Arabians call it Cofi or Cafi 9 thofe of Strut Vplot, and in Malacca 
where they much ufe it Pticho, The Vermes hereof as *Diofcorides hath fet them downe of the true Cofitu, 
(which as is beforcfaid is doubtf ull whether we have or no) are thefe. Jt provoketh urine and womens courfes, 
and helpcth the dilcafes of the mother, as well by bathing as fuming : two ounces thereof being dtunke, helpeth 
the biting of Vipen, and is good againft thepainesof thebrcft, convulfions,or the windy ditches, fwellingsor 
puffings in the ftomacke.fidcs or body , being taken with wormewood in wincand being taken with (weet wine 
it provoketh Vcnery, it killeth the broad wormes of the belly .* it is ufed with oy le to annoy nt the body, before 
the cold fit ofagaes to warmeit.and thereby to expell it, as alfo againft the weakeneffe of the finewes, and the 
bip-goute,and amendeth the difcolouring or blcmifhes of the skinne and f accenting it with bony and water,and as 
Galen addeth by realbn of the light bittcmeffe,and much fharpeneffc and heate,it will exulcerate.

I brought unto them;which they have fet do wnc in their writings,may be well difcemed by this called 
I AJaUbathrum.which they faid as they were informed, did grow in pond* and watery places iwin> 
9 ming thereon as thc Lens />4/*/?r« ) Duckcs meate doth : for it is well knowno now and fo fctdowne 
9 by Garcia* *b Orta, and other the later writers, that they arc the leaves of a great tree growing on 
land farre from waters in Cambaia i as well as in divers other places of the Eaft Indies, and ailed Tamatapatra 
by them, which by corruption was firft changed into theGrcekes and then into Malatathrwm but 

by the Arabians Catbgi Indi, that is, Folium lndnm, and 
arefaire broad leaves with three ribbes onelyinthcm, a 
1 ittlc pointed at the ends, u hich have beene brought un- 
to us.although very fparingly, and among them fomc yet 
abiding on their branches, two ufually at a joynt tafling 
iome what hot I ike unto Bay leaves,the barke of the bran- 
ches alfo tafting like unto them;among thefe leaves like- 
wi'e have beene found fometimcs a fmall fruite like unto 
an Ackorne in the cup, which it is moft probable is the 
fruite of the tree,and gathered with the leaves : but hath 
beene formerly fuppofed by fome to be the fruite of the 
Cinamontree, and by others obtruded for Carpobalfa- 
r»um: Some have taken thefe to be the leaves of the 
Clove tree, but they are therein much deceived, for they 
have not thofe three eminent ribs in them thatthefe have, 
which is a note to diftinguifh them from all other leaves 
almoft, but (ome more probably have taken the leaves 
of the tree called Betre or Tembulto befolium lndam.be- 
caufe they have alfo fomc ribs in them, as Match* odd* 
dcth in his examination of Tberidca Andrcmachi, but is 
alfo deceived, for xheFolium Indam is not familiarly ea- 
ten astheTembu/ or 'Betre leaves are : but whereas the 
lubftitutc for thefe by our later Phyfitians appointment 
is the Maces which is the skinny covering of the inner 
fhelloftheNutmegge, Ifir.dthat^*«**/i£?. c.

The properties are to pro 
f0 ke urine powerfully, and is very beneficiall to thc ftomacke, warming and ftrengthening it, and maketha 
fweet breath, it rcfiftetlT the force of venomes andpoy fons* and therefore is put into Antidotes and other com- 
pofitionsthatarecordiallorftomachicall : it hath rhc properties of Nardw, but more crTcdluali being heated in 
VVine, it helpeth the inflammations and rcdncfle in the eyes being bathed therewith.

He Briar ftone that is now frequent with us, but not that mineral! Bezar ftone of Serapi*. and the 
other Arabian, whofe knowledge is now quite loft, is of fo high efteeme,even next unto Vnicornes 
home, and of fo much and excellent ufc in Phy ficke that I could not leave it out from the nu mber of 
thofcefpcciall drugges we have for ufc in our fhoppes. There are two forts thereof to be had the 
one brought from the Eall, the other from the Weft Indies, and knowne by the feverall names of 
their Countries : the Eaft Indie Bezar is the beft.both in eftimation and ufc.and commeth to us in fundry formes 
and of fundry fizes, for fome are grcat,aQdthofc are for Princes and great pcrfons, becaufe they are not onely 
more rare to be found, but thought to be of the more efficacy, and therefore as Diamonds,Pearles t cVc. the price 
of them rileth according to their greatnefte, Garcia* faith he had one weighing almoft five drammcs, as if it were 
rare to have one of thac bignefle, but I have feene fome that have weighed above foure ounces, and' fome much 
more ( but I am in doubt that they were counterfeit, and made Co great by art, that they might be of the more 
cfteemc, for I accounto the fmall ones or thofe ot a meane fize to be the trueft and beft,if any be) fome are round, 
others long or fome what flat, yet all of them for them, ft part of one colour, that is of a darke afh-colour, ot 
greene darke Ollive colour, and fmooth fhining, f as if they were made out of one mafle of ftuffe and pollifhed ) 
with fundry coates,fcales or fouldes like Onions, fome more, fome lefle>according to the greatneffe of the ftone 
and the fcales thicker or thinner alfo thereafter, having in fome a ftraw or peece of hairc wrapped clofe toge- 
ther, or a little pouthcr in the middle whereabouts the ftone is formed, and is accounted the beft and trueft o- 
thers have fmall ftones of fruitcs.or other things in the middle of them, which are net thought fo good, but ra- 
ther counterfeited, being of a firme mbftance being broken, Imeane the fcales: thebeft is gritty, and cafieto 
be bruifed into pouther, and as fome fay diffolving in watcr.if it lye long therein (which I am in doubt is a fignc 
of impoflure ) and is infipide without 
any tafte at all. The Weft Indie Bezar 
if like wife of divers formes.fizes, and 
colours, fome having fcales thicker or 
thinner, and fome none, with either 
pouther or peece of a roote.or fome o- 
ther thing in the middle of the ftone, 
bat is of nothing that account with us 
as the Eaft Indian Bezar is, although 
fome thinke they are taken from one 
kind ofbeaft,and at IofmaFcrrtu faith 
in his Bookeof fecrets, Printed in the 
Italian tongue, (on whofe relations 
concerning thefc beafts, and the Bezar 
taken from them, Baptifia Cortefim, 
hath commented in his eighth decade

thole that feed on theplaines : thafe of the Eaft Indies as Garciat faith are had from CMaUcca, and divers other 
places,as well as Perfia, but none are like in goodnefle unto thofe that are brought UomPerfia f The Mootes he 
faith are fo excellent in the knowledge of them, that by fight they can tell of what Country breeding they be 
and whether they be counterfet or no, by crufhing them in their hand a while, and then breath on them, and 
if any wind pafle through them they pronounce them falfc. The (tone is called as Garciat faith Pamar by the A. 
rabians and Perfians from P*f** which fignificth aGoate, but we call it corruptly Bezar, and the Indians 'Bator 
(but Jc<i/»j{ercorrefteththiseirour in him, and fheweth that the Arabians unanimouflycall it Balzabar, tbatii 
Altx'ipkarmacnm, for they tooke the word from the Person word BtitKohar, becaufe it rcfifteth poyfon, and 
wc thereupon doe call all thofe things Bewdica that are rcfifters of poyfon, as Antidotes and the like. But the 
ancient Arabians hadaminerall Bezar of divers colours, which they celebrated to be of as great or greater effi- 
cacy then this (lone, the true knowledge whereof as I thinkcis either utterly loft, or as Menardm faith of bis 
owne experience of no worth* This Bczar ftone is not onely ufcdagainft poy fons and venomes, bnc againft the 
peftilence, and contagious diieafes, in malignant feavers alfo, and in many other difcafes to provoke fweate.and 
thereby to expell evill vapours from the heart and vitall fpirits, and for fwounings, and againlt melancholly alfo, 
and the difcafes that rife rrom thence, and to prefcrve ftrength and youth, by taking it foure or five dayes toge- 
ther, ten graines or Icfle at a time, after the evacuation of thebody z the pouther thereof pat on the place that is 
bitten by any venemous creature, doth free them from danger of death, and likewife put into a plague fore that 
is opened, it doth the like, Monardut hath f et do wne many experiments of the Bezar ftone, upon fundry and fe- 
verall perfons infe&ed with fundry difeafes, as who will may read them at length in that treatife which he wrote 
concerning this hkzar, and the herbs Scorfonerat but efpecially againft poyfon or venome, and citing the tefti- 
monyof Rabbi LMofes ^Algyptus, faith, thefe three are by experience the moft effeftuall in the world there- 
fore, that is the feed of the Citron fruite, the Smaraage or Emerald ftone, and this Bczar ftone. Thefe tefti. 
monies I ihinke are fufficient to evince that opinion is held by many that there is no vertue, or at leaft no fuch vcr- 
tae in the Bezar ftone as it is related, which they thinke by fome tryall that they have made thereof, and not an- 
f wering their expectation doth confirme them the more in that opinion •• but if they have osdcrly proceeded, and 
needfully obferve&not for one but many times,and in many pertons,and have been fare of right and good ftonet, 
that they have given,and yet have done no good, I would rather fay there is fome defect in the conftitution of out 
bodies, by the moifture,&c. of our climate,then dilablc the verity of fuch reports of famous and worthy men.

liquid Amber is a thickeRoffinlikeGumme, dropping of it owne accord onely by ineifion from 
? certaine huge great trees in the Weft Indies that are full of branches, covered with a thicke afh- 
j coloured barke,having leaves like unto Ivy leaves, which gumme it ofa very ftrong fweet fent, 
/* fomewhat like unto SteraxUquida, and may well be ufed inftead thereof, but there is another 
J courier fort, made by boyling the branches, andfeumming of the uppermoft fatneffethatisgs- 
_V thared there, which is thought to be that Sterax liquids, that is ufually fold in the Drnggifts and 
Apothecaries fhops : out of the firft fort while it is f refh and laid in the Sunne, there droppeth a certaine cleare 
r eddifh yellow oy le, called the oy le of Liquid Amber, and of fome that know no other, Liquid Amber it felfe : 
which becaufe it is the purerpart is more effeftuall and of the milder fent,fome ufing it with other fweetes to per- 
fume gloves withall,but is of lingular good ule,eicher of it felfe or mixed with other thingtrfo comfort and warne 
a cold moift braine, ufed like unto an oyntment, and eafcth all paincs and griefet that rife of a cold caufe, being 
applyed thereto.- it wonderfully comfortcth andftrengthnethaweakeftomacke, helping digeftion and pro- 
cur ing an appetite, but more effectually if it be mixed with fome Sterax, and a little Miuke,ancf Amber,and laid 
asaplaiftertotheftomacke: it likewife is profitable in all cold griefes of the mother, warming mollefyingand 
diffolving all tumours, and opening the obftruftions and the courfes that ate ftoppecj, it it hoc almoft in the third 
degree,and moift in the firft.

Ithathbccneobfcrvedby fomethatthedungbf afmallbcatt, that is like a WcafcU called a Marwrnc, fincllctb 
fomewhat like Muske. The female Crocodile alfo hath a fmall bladder or skin about the maw, which fmellcth 
fo ftrongly of Mmkc, that the vvatera wherein they breed, and are plcntifull of them fmellcth fo ftrongly thereof, 
that few can abide wdrinkc thereof, andnioftdoerefufeitthctefore. Thereiaalfoakindeof great iwater-Rat 
that fmclleth like Mu»ke,&c.

Mirrhe and no true "Bdellium, becaufe fo littler that was good t 
was formerly brought to be ufed, that they might be plaine- 
ly diftinguifhed, and the rather becaufe that Galen faith 
Myrrhe, will be fomt times changed into Opocalptfum, which 
is venemous and deadly, andisfolikeit,thatashe faith in his 
time many were kilted therewith,who yet finding it to be ve < 
rycffeftuallforfundry difeafesof the eyes, thought it might 
be as effeftuall for inward difeafes.- the notes of which Opt- 
ca/ysftm (as Galen calleth ic,or Opocarpaf*m the juyce of C*r- 
p*fumii t Dio/coridescA\lcth it m his fixth Book and 1 Chap- 
ter among the venemous plants, tut maktth no defcription 
thereof in any of his former Bookcs)as I finde them fet down 
vnWetkgrt Antidottrie in the examination ofMynhe) are 
thefe: becaufe faith Wtckgr true Opocalpafnm is not ufually 
to be ftene to com pare it with Myrrhe, yet if you fhall per- 
ceive in Myrrhe fome pecces to be much differ ing both in tent 
and tafle from true Myrr he,y ou may wel & not without good 
reafon judge that it is changed into O pocalpafvm ,f or although 
both in colour and fubftancc it be like to the beft Myrrhe,wuh 
whitifh veines therein like unto the nailes of ones hand, yet 
examining it more thoroughly , it will be found not to be 
Myrrhe, and (hat there will likewife fome reddifh decre 
fpots appeare therein : ic behoveth therefore to be cautelous 
in the choyfc of Myrrhe, that you be not deceived with the 
fhew or likeneffej but obferve that k have all the true notes 
of true Myrrhe, leaft while you thinke you have the true 
Myrrhe,you have this poyfon, if it be inwardly taken, which 
confumeththe corrupt roatterff g and watering of the eyes to 
be ufed outwardly : which mctamorphofis (if it be true, or 

that Galbanum fhould be changed into Sagapenum or Cajjia into Cinamon were very miraculous yet herein the 
old Authours are very frequent,but I thinke of thefe miracles* which are the conversions of fubOances, as I doe 
of their tran (migration of loules) Dfofcoridet maketh no mention of it.but faith that the Juyce of Carpafitm ( whe- 
ther herbe or tree) was venemous as 7"-w*',t?i<r*M 1 and many other was, and to be cured with the fame remedies 
that fa**** wsa.Diofcoriaes faith that out of the fatteft Myrrhe called P«6«/faw, being preffed is taken Statle } yet 
Pliny faith that the trees doe fweatc out St*£le t of their owne accord before they be cut, which is accounted 
to be the Styrax liquid*, of our fhoppes s both by the Arabians and other later writers *\M*tt\mlw faith, himfelfe 
alio being of that opinion, whereof I cannot but mervaile that he or any other ducly cenfidcringour Styrax HqM- 
da, both the forme and fent fo farre differing from Mirrhe,(hould thinke it to be preffed out of fat Myrrhe,being 
o(J6 finea fharpe bitter aromaticall fent, and the Styrax liquida, rather loathtome then pleafant. Diofcortiis 
maketh mention of one fort of Myrrhe called ^www^which t?*/«icalleth Minea^Afattbtolm taking them to be 
divers,andnotonefortof Myrrhe) which fome thinke to be the Gumme Anime, called by the TortugaUs Gnm 
Amynum, comming from Ethiopia, for there is another of the Weft Indies whereof 1 fhall intreate hereaf tea, km 
herein I thinke they are deceived. Qaltn faith that Myrrhe is hot and dry in the fecond degree, and therefore is 
good for wounds in the head: and by the bitterneffe which is not little.it killeth the wormes in the belly, and 
the living childe, expelling the dead t it bath in it alio a bindingquality, whereby being mingled with eye me- 
dicines it helpeth ulcers and great femes, and for the fame caufe is good to be put among thofe things are good 
for an old cough and fhortneffe of breath, the bitterneffe not harming the wmde pipe or throate, 
but gently clenfing and heating, it helpeth the ronghneffe of the winde pipe or throate, faith Diofctri- 
det, and thofe that are hoarfe,and have loft their tongue as we call its itisgoodalfo againft the paincs of the 
fides, the laske and bloody Mix, and rhcumatickc dcftillations j it fpeedily procurcth womens courfes and molli- 
fy e,h the hardneffe of the matrix; it alfotaketh away the fhivering fits of agues, being taken two homes before 
it come t but Mattbielas faith that by taking a dramme of Myrrhe in Mufcadine, ufing it three times,- an houre 
before his fits, he was cured sf a quartame aguc.but he did therewithal! presently after the raking thereof fweat 
moderately in his bed: pilles likewife faith he made with it andTreakle;is effectual! for the fame purpofc,to take 
one ata time as bigge as a peafe,an homehefore the fits for fciany chye* together t it isalfo a grearprefcrvative in 
the Plague or peftilence, and againft chevenome orpoyfou of Serpent! and harmefull creatures, and therefore 
is put into Antidotes and counter poy (bits: ijisafrpguWrfrxrcdy fora ftirtking rxc«b,fetiehcrijlaofeteetli,snd

that it was not to be had but at an exceffive price,yct that hindereth not,in regard borh all the Coun - 
I tryesofthc Indies arebetccr husbanded then heretofore, and elpedally that fince the rportingall^ 
wTnofnedthewaybySea, all forts of Drugges were provided better and better cheape by much, the charge ot 
r^°M"/beineexceirive chargeable by their long journey andtravaile, butlthinke both the Drugges and the 
Indies, by being mote fought by Venetians and other Chriftians was the beginning of the reformations.for when

rived a Mnfco t for the fweetneffe thereof. They are ufed in all the cold griefes of the head orbrainc.for pal. 
fics the(hrinkingoffincwes,and the difeafes of the mother, they are hot and dry in the fecond degree, and 
arc fomewhat aftringent,fervin5? to ftay the laske, they caufc a fwect breath and amend aftincking, theyhelpe 
to difculTc winde,either in the ftomacke or bowels, it helpeth to quicken the fight,and to comfort the fpirits, and 
provoke urine, and are comfortable to the ftomacke, and helpe thofe that are feeble or macilent to grow fat as 
alfo helpeth Venery and encr eafeth Iperme, they helpe to procure reft and flsepe by allaying the diftemper of the 
fpirits, being applyed to the temples. 1 he Macis are of the fame property* but fomewhat more warming and 
comfortirw:thetbickeoyle that is drawtic both from Macis and Nutmeggcs, are either of them ofgoodufem 
pcaorall griefes to warme a cold ftomacke,and the cough, and to dryuprheumatickc deftdUmons of raw and 
cold flegmc thereunto or upon the lungs. The chimicall oy le of either is of more efficacy both for peftorall and

He firft knowledge of this Saflafras or Ague tree came by the French to our Chriftian world, and 
to the Spaniards by driving out the French, who had featcd.themfelves fomewhat ncere the ¥h- 
nd» l which they claimed for themfelves for they having gotten Agues, and fuellings in their 
Ieggcs, and other difcifcs by lying on the ground in the open aire by bad viftuaJH and raw 
jdrinke of water, as the French before them hacj, by a French mm that remained among them, 
were taught the ufe of this trce.whichhc and hjs Country men had learned before ofthe Natives 
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Sdjfefrttt. The Saflaphras or Ague tree

the fame tree, fmboth alfo and not dented about the edges » the flowers are fmall and yellow made of threds very 
like to the Male Cornel tree as MaQcrM* Tradefcant laith 
and the fruite fmall blackifh berries, fet in fmall tups upon 
long footeftalkes many clnftring together * the rootesare 
doc very great nor grow deepe, in the like manner as all 
other iorts of Indian trees doe, but arc covered with the

Thedecoftion whereof is familiarly given in all 
colddifeafesandbbltmftionsofthc Liver and fplecne,as 
alfo in cold rheumes and defluxtons ofthe head, on the 
teeth, eyes, or lunges, warming and drying up the moi- 
fturc, andftrengthning the parts afterwards, and there- 
fore is availeable in coughes, and other cold difcales ofthe 
brc(tjllomacke,and lungs, and reftraineth catlings, and 
helpethdigeftion, brcakethandeapcllcth winde, thegra- 
veUandftoneinrhekidneyes, and provoketh urine, and 
womens courfes, it alfo warmeth, heateth, and dryeth up 
the moifture of womens wombea, which is in molt the 
caufe of Barrenncffe, and caulcth them to be the more apt 
to conceive x it is of cfpeciall good ule in tertian and quo- 
tidian agues that come of humours, or are of long conti- 
nuance- it ia thought alfo to be good in the time ofthe 
ptftilence, to wearc fome thereof continually about them, 
that the fmcll of it may cxpell the corrupt and evil vapours 
of thepcftilencc t itu generally ufed in all the dileafes 
that come of cold and raw, thin, and corrupt humours, the 
Fw*fedifeaftf,andotherofthclikefottlc nature: the In- 
dians ufe the leaves being bruifed ta heale their wounds, 
and fores of whatfocver quality they be.

Kinfmans relation thereof , to be the (hikes, who as he 
faith, informed him of the plant, the manner of the ga- 
thering and ufage thereof by the Indians, and that him. 
fclfe was prefent with the Indians, and faw the whole 
ordering of it, and is probable was but his ownc conceit 
andfainedto make Garc \m beleeve it: for how elfe could 
that be differing from that of Mefues, which verily is 
the fame with that, whichas I thinke hath beene alwaies 
brought us for Turbitb, and yet be the fame the Portmgdb 
brought with them f rom^thence, to ferve all Chriften- 
dome. The notes of Mefua his Turbith, which as I faid 

agree fojuftly with our Turbith, that >ou may know hoW 

to chafe the beft are thele ; but firft he faith that it is the roote of a* herbc, which hath Ferula like leavesbut lefle 
(which how true it is I cannot fay, Mtftus peradventure never having feene the plant growing, givcth that note 
rather by information, which Garcias it may be fhewethby his ownc fight but of the roote, which ferved him 
for his daily ufe, he was an eye witnelfeandteftifyethofit) and was ofwe kind of thofe plants that give milke 
(and yet not of any Tithymall for divers other plants give milke that arc not hot in tafte as the Tithymalls) and 
was of divers forts, manurcd,and wild,grcat,fmall, w hi'e,blacke,arid yellow, and growing in dry places as may 
be perceived by the thickcnefTe of the Juyce(the gummineflehe mcaneth)and both greater and fmaHer rootes, 
white, and blackilh, and yellow, are many times feene altogether with us ( which blackneffe or ycjlowneffc 
may come by the ill drying of the roote, or the taking of fome wet in the drying or aftcr)he maketh two markes 
otthechoyfeft : that it be white (within ,J hollow within like a reed or cane (that is when the hard pith ofthe 
roote is taken out) gummy with an aftvcoloured barkc or outfide, fmooth, and not rugged, cafie to be broken, 
frefli, and not vtry great or thicke, which is not lo good, thele notes doe all agree to our Turbith eftcintnm. 
Turbith is more ufed to be given in pou her, and that (eldome alone but mixed with other things, or cue made 
into an electuary, then in decoction, and purgcth flegmc very notably, and tough clammy humours that fall on 
the joynts, or on thofe parts that are mof o remote : it loofeneth the belly of thofe excrements that fticke dofe 
thereto, and clenfeth the brcft from thicke flegmc : it is very profitably given to thofe that have a dropfic, the 
Ieprofie, or the French difcafc, as alfo thofe that arc troubled with thble difeafes that rile from aduft humours, 
the blacke jaundife and the like, it helpeth day agues,and in general I all other difcalcs bred of flegme,

3&\fc'flS> reach or attaine unco. 1 here are divers beafls that beare two homes both male and femaley as the 
WeStiwifc 0xc » others the males ondy, as Dcere,Sbeepc &c. Some beatc three homes, as certaine Oxen in 
wQvfivm T - aB Solinttt icporttth, and fome foure, as divers Ramnss in fundry Countries hath beene 
obTcrveay yetcafwily.not'by kindc, and fome againe beare but one, u hereof fome beare icon their nofe, as the 
Rhinoceioa, and fome in their forehead, as the Indian wild Affe,With a whole hoofe as other Affes have.whcre- 
oMM/M^and/Viw/fpeake, and Orix with a cloven hoofe, Telated by them alfo and Columella: asalfoccr- 
sainc Kine in Zoila, a Cityin tA-AupuwiA Csmpbur; a certaine heart plentifully breeding in the Molucca Iflands, 
that 1 wretb both in the Water and on land. Some other creatures alfo there are that beare but onc-herne, as cer- 
taine Fillies.breeding plentifully in the Indian Seas, whereof KtertfTo called ( which I take to be the Sea Vm- 
cornc ) is one, and the Sword fifii, and certaine birds in v&tbiop* as ty£Uanut maketh mention :but ot all thele 
creatures with one borne, none are faid" or found tofave white homes but the Vnicorne ( of the Sta as well as 
the Land) called by the HcbreWes/cVw and Reem (faaioufedrotbeScripcures)by^w«* Achercbeden, by lome 
other Arabians Barker an, by the Grcekes Monoceros, and by the Eatines Vnwornnfa fome are faid to be black o 
others red, ^£liu>wt defcribeth the Indian Alfe to have his home to be whitifh at the bottome, reddifh at the 
toppc, and blacke in the middle* the received opinion of the Vnicorneis, that it is a beaft of the fife of a meanc 
horfe ( biu I thinke it cannot be poffible but he muft be much greater, to beare fo large fo long, and fo maffie a 
home, fuch as areto be feene in fundry places of Europe, (if iuch be the home of any beaft) for as BcUonttu faith 
there are twenty whole homes, and as many that arc not wholebac broken, to be feene in teverall places.™ £«- 
rope, one whereof which is the greateft and moft noble, isthat which is kept in the Church of Saint DennU by 
Paris, which is levenfoote long at the leaft, fo that a tall man can hardly reach the toppe thereof with his hand, 
it weigheth 1 5 . pound and foure ounces, no man can gratpc itwholly in his hand, being five inches in the dia- 
meter or thickenefTc, and an handbredth,and three inches in the.circumference,it is ftrdght like a torch or Ihffe, 
buc writhed aboucon the outfide.from theright hand to the left fmooth, Imooth and not bunched out, fave at 
the lower end next unco the head,where it is greateft, and falling ftill fowllcr onto theend,of abrownifli colour 
on the outfide,but white like Ivory within, withont any line inic, and having buc a ring about the outfide, it is 
alio hollow at thebottome.a foote upwards, whereby it may plainely be difcerned that it fallcth not off of it 
owne accord, which maketh it to be of the more account), the beaft is faid to be of the colour of a Wcafcll, ot 
fome what more red (yet fome fay grayito) having a head like a Hart, the neckc and maine not very long, with 
thinnehaires, and falling to onefide, wuhafroallbeardnkeaGoatebutleffcrandmorter, the thighes and legs, 
not great,the hoofe parted and the taile like a Board but none of the auncicnt Writers, have made mention ot 
any Phyficall properties therein, u£fM**v ouely accepted I**.*. c». who yet faith the borne » blacke. The 
property ofthe Vnicornes home is chcifly to refift poyfon^nd thebitings of veuemotts creature*, it is alio given 
againft the plague ; and other contagious difeafes, to cxpell mclancholly Ukcwife, andtpcherilh, exhihratCjand 
ftrengthen the vitall fpirits.and more noble parte. Ithathalwaya beene accounted of great worth, and not 
but for great pcrlonsand Princes, for the beaft being rare and fcldomc to be dene or had, being lowildc and 
fierce that he is not to be made tame ( howfoever fome have written that they will grow milde at the fight of 
young Maidens, and be brought to fleepe neerc unto them) and the homes not to be had (irt thac they doe not 
caft them as (bme other beafts doe) but by the death of the beaft, that liveth fo farre remote from thefe parta.and 
in huge vaft Wilderncffes among other moft fierce and wilde beaft*, Tigers, and Panthers, &c. and elpecially, 
becaufc the Indians hunt them not either for their pleafnre/w to make any profit by them, the Merchants not fee- 
king after them, the homes I fay,muft ncedes be rare and fcarce to be had, and of great worth and price, if they 
be had, which keepeth them in the more high eftceme. And therefore there want not Impofters, that for lucre 
fakedoe counterfet it,and worke Ivory, and other hornes artificially into peeces of feverall lhapes and formes, 
and obtrude thcmfor Voieoroes home,to many ignorant pcrfons, but the true and right home is in part delcnbed 
here before, but to adde furthcrvthat the true home being brokei,fheweth to have lome thicke fouldes or coate? 
one over another, theinfide is white, though the outfide is not fo white but brownilh, and a very fmooth 
graine, without any line veMejorcurled waving therein, having onely a circle lometimes about the edge or 
brimme. Much Vnicornes home as they fay,is to be had with our Druggiftsand Apothecaries.which is in fmall 
longTound peeces lome no tbickerthen ones finger or thumbeatthe moft, or leldome bigger, that is very 
white, fomewhat heavy and folid, with a fmooth graine, which becaufc I cannot thinke fo much of the right 
tandVnKornesliorneistobehadforeadily,ai»dfoimall: I verily beleeve it to be of the Sea Vnicorne, which 
whether ithath that efficacy that the other is faid to have I know not. 

And it is fomewhat probable that even all thofe hornes formerly mentioned both in Frsnce, Venice, or cue- 
where, and thac alfo of our Kings, kept at fViudfor,ot the Tower, is but of the Sea Vnicorne, for even fuch as 
is before defcribci wasbrougtu homeby Sir *Dudlej <Dtgges,\% I take it found on the fhore.and caft up by the Sea 
in fome place towards the North-Weft, and given to our King Charier, who for che cryall caufed his Phyfiti- 
ons and others to view it and make report thereof to him. And my felfe having feene it, did well perceive it 
to be writhed on the outfide.in the manner before faid,and was wonderous white within alfo^nd of a clofe firmc 
graine : The home was not folly whole* but broken offa little it the erid,and hollow at the botiomc.

Garcia* at OrMdiftinguifocthbetwecneZt^ria and Zerumbet. making them to 
be two divers things and therefore fpeakethof them in two feverall Chaptcrs.wherein as it feemcthhe maketh 
ZedtariatobeihcGeidttar of Avictn, which yet he faith Avian knew not, becaufeit groweth in the Chintfes 
Country* and is v ery rare to be feene or had , but from fach vagabond Indians^called legem % as travaile begging 
through all thofe Countries, which Ge'tduar or Gedwar, as G*rc/<tf faith is ofthebigneffe of an Ackornc, and 
neere unto the fame forme, weighing about halfe an 
ounce, and ofacleere colour, butClufim giveth us 
thedelcription and figure of it a little larger, which 
as he faith he had from Tona of Verona, and compa- 
rer!! them to the fmaller rootes of Afyhedilly or the 
rootes of Anthora of an afh-colour on the outride, and 
yellowifti within, and of an hot iharpe tafte* Zcdo- 
*n* is called Zurumbet by Serapio. a nd faith tbey are 
rootes like unto the round Ariftolechia, but of the 
colour and tafte of Ginger, and brought from Cbinax 
Avictn faith that Zcdoaria is like unto ArifiolecbiaJOat 
leffcr, and afterwards fai tb,that it is likely to be Get'

the lubftitute thereof. All thefe forts as they are made divers by the writers of them are [aid by tbean to be effecw- 
all acainftpoylonsofaUfora,andvenomesofvirulentcrcature8, and we have found them of much ufe and pro- 
fit in the peftilence and other contagious difeafes, as alfo to warme a cold ftomacke, and to expell wwdc mcr- 
vailouQv.to repreiTe vomitings, to dry up and confumc catarrhes and defluxions of rheume, to diffolve the Im- 
poftumwof thematrbe, andtoftaytheloofeneiTeof the belly, and is alfo very powcrfull to ftay ordifperfethe 
unfavoury belchings of thofe fpirits thacGarlicke,Onions,&c.or wme havecaufed.

ilver, called AlgtdU by the Indians, and the beaft from whence it is taken Algih or jiligtli, is 
well knowne now adayes to all, to be an excremencitious moifture,\or con den fate fweate of a cer- 
taine beatt forriewhat like unto a great Cat, and thereon called a Civet Cat, gathered from ape- 
culiar. place or purfe in thac Cat, prepared by nature for thatffpeciall purpofe, and is taken forth 
with fmall fpoones of Ivory or wood, and that by ftrong hand, the beaft being held very dofc and 
hard for fcarc of biting, while they are in taking it forth, for it is very fell and fierce, being moved 
and anqered, and then moft when they are about that bufinefie. I fhall not need to defcribe the beall unto ycu, 
which ^Clujtm hath done in figure very exaftly in his Car a Pefteriorer, and is fp frequent,.; notonely in our Land, 
with a great many thac keepc them for the profit or ufe of the Civet, but in divers other Cottntrica in Ettropc . 
The Civet is ufed as a perfume or Iweete lent generally, cither by it fclfe or mixed with other fweete things, it 
is tiled alfo to comlort the head and brainc, and to helpc the dcafeneflc and dilfincffe in the eares'.bcing put there- 
into, wrapped in a little blacke wooll, it is.mucb commended againft the fuffocations or rifing ofthe mother, to 
b= ufed in a plainer, or but pnt on the middle of the plaifter and laid on the Navell, or feme put into the Navell. 
I know none that ever ufed it inwardly, but in outward remedies « it is faid that women are much delighted 
there with, and helping fundry of their defefts. 

Havinq thus (hewed you here moft of ihe chiefeft Druggcs in our Apothecaries fliop?, that come to us from 
fort aigne parts, that are not fdrmerly exprcficd in this Workc in fevcrall places t Let me now laftlyip clofe up 
this whole Worke,fhcw you other ftrange and rate Planes, both Hcrbes and Trees, withtheir€umrnes,Seeds, 
Rooces,and Fruites,&c. growing in the Eaft.and Weft Indies, and thofe parts neereuni? them, as they have 
bcene obfa ved by thole that in their travells law them, and brought many of them into Eumtf_ jhat wee may 
contemplate the wondcrfull Workes of God, that hath ftorcd thq& Countries with fuch differing Hetbea and 
Trees from our?, and yet it is very certaine that there is much more unknowne then is already made knowne un- 
to us. I will flrft beginne with Hcrbes, and the parts thereof, as feede* and rootcs, whether medicinable or 
admirablc,and then with the Trees and their huitcs that are plcafantto eate j and laftly with thofe which for 
the moft part have fome mcdicinall ufe.

Here growethin Pem w i tiie Wetrjiidics,an Herbe whole leaves are like unto our Plantaine.whichbe- 
ingdryed arc very thinne, and tafte hot and cxtreaine bitter. Thcpoutherof them taken in Wine, 
hcipeth the chollicke and the iW,whethcr proceeding of wind, or of any cold caufe,the leaves boy- 
led and appl ycd war mc to the pained part, worketh the fame effect 
Another Herbe likewife was lent from thence like unto Lettice new fprungup, and of the fame 
colour, being without talle and very profitable for the ftone in thekidneyes, comming from heate, thejuyca 
being applyed to the place mixed with fome oyntmentof Rofes, and the leaves alfo laid thereto! the juyce 
thereof like wile cooech inflammations, Sz\xa.A»tboHye t fire and the like hot eruptions in the sklhne, and eafeth 
the paines. 1 

From Peru likewife faith Monardtu caaie the feed of a bufhy plant, there called facto, being very fmall and 
taken from the f ruite thereof.which was like unto the Mala i»/4»4,Madde Appels,flat on the one part, and round 
on the other, of an afh colour on f ho outfide, and of an excellent greene colour but thinne.and of a round forme. 
It is of mach cftceme with the Natives, for the elpeciall venues thereof, in provoking urine, and expelling gra- 
vel! and the ftone, yea and breaking the ftone in the bladder, if it be not growne hard by long ce*tinuancc,diffol- 
ving it into fand, and cafting it forth with the urine, the feed in pouther being taken in fome water convenient 
for the purpofe, whereof they have had very-many and notable experiences, which land aftcji it is expelled will 
grow hard as into floncstgaine.

jHe feed of this Coca is fowne with great care by the Weflt. Indians in becbjby rowes, and rifeth to be 
a ptant of three or f oure foote high, with a ftalkc as biggje as a good w^d, and (brae what greater 
leaves then the Myrtle, having as it were another leaf e in the middle thereof, being loft, and of a 
pale greene colour: the berries are red before they be ripe, but blackifh afterwards, growing clu-

J s/HeEaft Indians doe ufe the leaves of this Beth, much after the fame manner that they of the 
^ Weft doe the laft recited Coca, and therefore I thought good to joync them together. It 
k groweth very like unto a Bindweede, wrapping and winding it felfe about the trees, up to 
k thetoppesalmoft, or other things that it is planted againft to uphold it, or lye on the ground 
( and rot, and therefore they for the moft part, plant it againft the tree F**fcl or Areca, or fuch 
V other like tall^nd great trees, in the fame manner as they doc Pepper, whereunto it is fo like 
, thatafarreoff^hofcihatarenotwcllexercifed inthe knowledge of them, mayfoonemi- 
ftake one for another (and therefore GW^callcd itBaftard Pepper, when as it is neither 
infruite, tafte, or ufe like unto Pepper) having ondy leaves fomcwhatlike to Pepper, but more like unto 
Bindeweed* yet thicker, of a yellowifh greene colour,

as a (mall Melon, and wcighneere about two pound, thelefler about the bignefle of a Goofe 
egge, and othirsbetwecne theie fizes, as the climates and fertility of the foilecaufcth them, all 
of them being longer then a Plumme.and with a thinne skinne, greene before they be ripe, but 
ofayellowifhgreeneand fome reddifh when they are ripe and fliining withall, ftnelling very well, but tailing 
much better, and tweeter, fo that fome are to be eaten when others are referved to (land, having a long Hone in 
themiddle,HkeuntoalongAllmond inthefhell, but covered with a whitifh do wne or freeze, and a white bit- 
ter kernell'within : Somc trces bcare twicea yeare,tn the Spr ing and Fall : butgencrally they are ripe according 
to the heate, and tecoperatentfle of the climate even from Aprih unto November in one place or another, for they 
are found in many Provinces of India,as M*l*b*r, Bal*gatc 9 m& Bengal*, Guz,*rate l Fegn i M*lac* i GoA i &, Ormuz, 
which are accounted the bjtt, ind called generally 
Mangos by the Indians, fee by fome Am6o t and by 
thcTmrkgstndP'rfims Atnbu. The fruite is orde- 
red many wayes, as either prefcrved in Sugar, or 
pickled up like Ollives befoie they be through ripe, 
and are then fome what bar ,h and binding: or ea- 
ten frefb, being cutintoflices and dipped in Wine 
or without and fo featen. They arc cold and moift, 
and yet the Indian Phyfuions, as well as the vulgar 
doe hold them to be hot, fay ing they breed cholle- 
ricke feavcr9,inflammations,itches,and feabbes, un- 
to all which difcafes they are fubjeft, which cate 
none of them at all, in refpeft of the hcatc of the 
yeare,whenthofefruites are chiefcly ripe and are 
eaten. ^#f<»/?«piclureth this tree with flow ers,and 
the fruite much differing from this of Linfchote*. 

There is another klnde found growing in fome 
places, but much more rarely,whofe fruite hath no 
ftone within it,e1fe hot differing. 

There Is likewife a wild kind hereof called Man- 
gasbravas, whole tree is lefler then the manured, 
with (hotter and thicker leaves alfo, and the fruite 
is of a pale greene colour, having a thicke skinne, 
and but little pulpe therein, of the biggenefle of a 
Quince,and with a bard gtiftly ftone within it, yet 
give they ftore ofmilkc: they grow generally 
through all MtlabarM any one eate of thefe fruites 
although it be bat alitrie, it is fo prefent apoyfon 
that they dye inftantly, and herewith the Indians 
ufually deftrcy one another , fome putting oyle 
thereto, which makech it tbemofe Ipecdy in opera- 
tion, buthowfoevcrit iatakenitdoth fo quickely 
difpatch them out of this life, that there hath not 
beene hitherto found a remedy againft it. Boyes, 
there doe ufually in fport throw thefe fruites one 
at another, as in S faint they ufe to dot with greene

The tree is never without greeneand 
rip. fru te thereon, and bloffomcs alfo atall times, which falling abundantly f n the ground, make it feeme all 
red therewith, the ripe fruite by the fhakingofthc tree are foonc made to fall, and gathered from under it, as 
alio tafily gathered by hand. The Indians of %M*Ub*tvcA £anara call it Umbolin, the P*rtttg«Vt that dwell 
there Umbos, the Ambient ta&Pcrfitns T*ph* t and Tuphtt ,the Tttrkes %^lm*. They there nfe to eate this fruit 
before meate mod ufually, yet they are not refufed at other times alfo : both flowers and fruite are preferred 
with Sugar, and kept to give to thofe that have hot agues to coolc their ftomackes and liver.and toquench 
thirft.

dHgomas arc Indian fnaites likeServiccs, growing on trees not much unlike our Service tree, both in 
leaves and Bowers, but fet with thornes, and are manured or planted in Orchards as well as found 
wild abroad ; the ftuite is hirfh like an unripe Sloe when it is ripe, and muft therefore be rowled 
betweene the fingers, to make it mellow before it can be eaten, and is generally taken to bindeor 
rearaine,whenloever there iscaufeof fuch an operation.

It is called in M*~ 
l*b*r iM«gli> in M*l*yo Sing**, in Dec** P*/ t of the Arsbiam Gn*rt % of the Perfimu and Tmkfi GmI, but at Go* 
indC***rinP*riz*t*co from a certaine Nobleman fo called fas the Natives thinke and therein very neare inti- 
mating one of Ovidt fabulous metamorphofis)whofe faire daughter the Sun having efpyedfcll in love withaU,and 
having deflowred her & forfaken,for anotber.fheflew her felfejfrom whofe afhes of her burnt carkiffe rofeupthia 
tree, which is ever fince afhamed to behold the face of the Sunne. In many places of the /»<&/ they diftill the 
flowers for their fweet fcntfake,and keepe it for ufe ; which in CM*Ut*rihey call the water of Mogli after the 
trees name x the faid water is good for fore eyes to coole their beate and redneffe, if lumen cloathes being dipped 
therein be layd upon them : the Indian Phifitions doe hold opinion that both flowers and fruite doe comfort the 
heart, and rtfrefh the fainting (pirits thereof, for they have fome bittcrnefle in them, it hath not becne obferved 
th at the Indians apply this tree to any other ufe then is formerly cxpreflcd, and the colouring of their tneitcs like 
aftaffion is ufed for the fame purpofe in tyuw and other countries;

Here aredivers other forts of gums Roffins; and liquours brought both from the Eaft, butefpe- 
cially from the Weft parts, fomc whereof by good experience have given much helpc they to 
t thofi? that havcufed them: many other more then they have bcene brought, whereof wee have 
Jtnowne no ufeor name, nor have made any tryall whae effect they carry", and therefore to avoyd 
_ tedioufneffe, and that this Worke being growne great,ftiould not be overcharged with netdlcflc 
and unprofitable matter. I will onely in this Chapter Ihew youffome of the chicfeft that have bcene either menti- 
oned by othersjor not f« forth before now. The firft is the Refmg C*rtb*ginenfis fet forth by Mottsrdm, that was 
gathered by Ctrthagonovam America and is a moft cleare and moft fwcet liquid Roflin excelling either the Ve- 
nice or the true Turpentine in the effects. For it is by often experience found to be lingular good for wounds in 
the nerves; and iincwcs andthe joynts or for old fores in the legges and feete : women hy walking and preparing 
it in a convenient manner, doc ufe it on their faces to take away wrincklcs, fpots, &c. and to preserve their youth 
RcfmaA- and beauty i Another fort is called alfo by Monnrdm Rtfina yf%*4,thatisFirre tree liquid Roffin or Turpentine 
tiegua i»- and is gathered from great wilde trees that an neither be faid to be Firre or Cyprcfle.being taller then Pine trees, 
J - and ftraight, growing up like the Cyprelfe : towards the toppe of thefe trees grow certaine bladders or ikinnea 
iome greater and others fmaller, whichbeing broken this admirable liquour droppetb forth, which the Indians 
carefully ddc gather into flidls,buc with a great deale of labour and trouble, and but a little in a great time. The 
ufe hereof is as effe&uall tzBalfkmum, for all ihe caufes for which Btttfumum is ufcd, for it excellently hcalcth all 
fortsof wounds, andeafethallpaines andgriefes riling from cold or flatulent matter : it is alfo Angular good a- 
eamft the pames or winde in the ftomacke and bowels, to take fome in white wine. A third fort of liquid fub- 
ftanee is called Liquor Amb 'u and came to him in the hollownefle of a cane or Reede,and was taken out of a fpring 
or fountaine in the ground, farre from the lea,being thin and yellow like hony, and faulting like TucMmtthMc^ 
which was (ignified unto himto be ofexcellent vcrtues. efpecially in cold inveterate gricfes, and aches in any part 
of the body, and takcth away the cold fliivering fits of agues i it refolveth alfo all kindes of hard tumours, and 
pertormeth wharioever either C*r*nh* or T*cMm*h*cc a C an doe it is of fo fticking and cleaving a fubft ance,that 
it will not be pulled from the place whereon it is fer, untill by time the ver tue is fpent and it growne dry.
